To  the  President,  T.  S. — I  have  much  pleasure  in 
placing  before  you  the  (27th)  Adyar  Library  Report  for 
the  year  19J3,  which,  on  the  whole,  will  be  found  to  show 
still  more  than  former  Reports  the  prosperous  condition  and 
rapid  growth  of  our  Library. 

Financial  Donations 

As  nearly  the  whole  of  our  progress  depends  on 
money  donations,  the  interest  derived  from  the  Library 
Fund  being  not  sufficient  to  cover  even  the  salaries,  it  is  but 
fair  to  begin  this  Report  with  an  acknowledgment  of  the 
pecuniary  help  we  have  received  during  this  }rear.  The 
following  are  the  names  of  the  chief  donors  and  their  respective 
gifts  :

New  Books 

(a)  Books  presented  to  the  Eastern  Section. — The  late 
Pandit  Yajnes'vara  Diksita  presented  the  Library  with 
twenty  Tamil  Calendars  (Vakkiya  Pancangam),  for  the  years 
1904  to  1912.    (These  have  a  lasting  value  for  astrologers.) 
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Five  magnificent  volumes  of  Pali  Scripture,  viz.,  the 
Vinaya  Pitaka  edition  of  the  Hanthawaddy  Press,  were  pre- 
sented by  the  Burmese  Section  of  the  T.  S.  These  volumes 
were  specially  and  sumptuously   bound  for  our  Library. 

Each  of  the  following  friends  has  presented  one  volume  :

Mr.  W.  T.  Wrchovszky  sent  us  two    Sanskrit  books. 

The  most  magnificent  present,  however,  made  to  the 
Library  this  year  is  a  splendid  copy  of  the  great  Chinese 
encyclopaedia  called  Oh'in  ting  kit  chin  t'u  shu  chi  ctieng. 
This  invaluable  work  was  first  published  in  1726  in  10,000 
volumes  and  about  1896  a  reprint  in  smaller  type  was 
issued  containing  the  same  matter  in  1,600  volumes.  The 
copy  now  in  the  Adyar  Library  belongs  to  the  latter 
edition,  of  which  1,500  copies  were  printed.  It  is  in  an 
excellent  state  of  preservation  and  absolutely  complete. 
Only  a  very  few  copies  of  this  remarkable  work,  indis- 
pensable to  all  Sinologists,  have  found  their  way  to  Europe 
and  America.  Mr.  C.  S.  Spurgeon  Medhurst  of  Shanghai,  an 
old  friend  and  a  fellow-member  in  the  T.  S.,  drew  our 
attention  to  the  possibility  of  acquiring  this  copy.  A 
private  appeal  to  a  few  friends  was  then  made,  with  the 
result  that  the  necessary  funds  came  forth  and,  after 
considerable  trouble  and  delay,  the  book  is  now  safely 
installed.  The  Rev.  Brownell  Gage,  B.  D.,  M.  A.,  of 
Changsa,  China,  had  the  extreme  kindness  to  collate  the 
whole  work  ;  Mr.  C.  E.  S.  Wakefield,  Acting  Commissioner 
of  Customs  at  Changsa,  saw  with  great  care  to  its  packing  and 
expedition  to  Shanghai,  and  Mr.  C.  S.  Spurgeon  Medhurst 
sent  it  on  to  Madras.  The  Adyar  Library  records  its 
hearty  thanks  to  these  gentlemen  for  their  kindness  and 
for  the  trouble  they  have  taken.  The  generous  donors  also, 
who  enabled  us  to  make  the  purchase,  have  earned  the 
lasting  gratitude  of  the  T.  S.  This  new  acquisition  forms 
a    worthy  rival    to  the    Kanjur  and  Tanjur,    acquired  two 
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years  ago,  and  means  the  accomplishment  of  another  step 
in  the  long  march  of  the  Library  toward  the  status  oi  a 
first  -class  world-library. 

A  special  feature  of  this  copy  is  that  it  was  numbered 
and  indexed  on  the  edges  in  beautiful  calligraphy,  which 
renders  it  very  easy  to  consult  any  given  part  of  the 
gigantic  work. 

(b)  Books  purchased  for  the  Eastern  Section. — Our  collection 
of  Sanskrit  books  was  completed  by  several  purchases, 
from  Indian  booksellers,  of  works  printed  in  the  Grantha 
or  Telugu  character.  Another  remarkable  acquisition  is  a 
copy  of  an  edition  in  eight  volumes  and  in  the  Bengali 
character,  of  the  complete  Skanda-Purana.

works  (including  Huxley's  collected  essays  and  The  Times' 
history  of  the  Boer  war)  presented  by  our  assistant 
Mr.  W.  A.  Cates,  and  a  somewhat  smaller  collection  of 
books  on  Zoroastrianism  presented  by  the  Blavatsky  Lodge, 
Bombay. 

As  in  previous  years,  Mr.  B.  P.  Wadia,  the  Manager 
of  the  Theosophical  Publishing  House  and  a  staunch  friend 
of  the  Library,  should  be  specially  thanked  for  his  sustained 
good- will  towards  the  Library  and  his  continuous  and  sub- 
stantial contributions  to  its  shelves. 

(d)  Books  purchased  for  the  Western  Section. — A  systematic 
collection  of  works  on  modern  philosophy  and  especially 
logic  was  purchased,  containing  works  in  English,  German, 
and  French  by  the  following  authors  :  Ferraz,  Roger, 
Pacheu,  Jouvin,  Lipps,  Eisler,  Kiihn,  von  Hartmann,  Avenarius, 
Mellin,  Riehl,  Eucken,  Ziegler,  Wundt,  Richter,  Kiilpe,  James, 
Bradley,  Bosanquet ,  Wallace,  Stanley  Jevons,  Mc.

Recently  a  ^complete  collection  of  the  Publications  of 
the  Royal  Geographical  Society,  ranging  from  1831  to  19]  J, 
and  comprising  133  volumes  was  offered  for  sale  at 
a  very  moderate  price.  A  private  subscription  was  opened 
to  acquire  this  work  for  the  Adyar  Library  and  up  to 
date  the  required  amount,  less  £7,  has  been  subscribed. 
On  the  strength  of  this,  and  in  the  hope  that  the  remain- 
ing deficit  will  still  be  made  good,  the  work  was  ordered. 
It  is  now  on  the  way  to  India,  and  details  of  it  will  be 
read  in  our  next  Report.  Meanwhile  other  kind  friends 
might  perhaps  contribute  to  make  good  the  deficit. 

Gift  to  the  Madanapalle  High  School. — The  Library 
had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  the  Madanapalle  High 
School  some  170  works,  which  were  either  duplicates  or 
books  more  suitable  for  a  school  library  than  for  our  own 
collection. 

New  Manuscripts 

The  total  number  of  manuscripts  added  to  the  Library 
in  this  year  amounts  to  647  bundles  containing  about  800 
works,  the  percentage  of  rare  works  being  so  great  this 
time  that  they  could  not  well  be  enumerated  in  the  course 
of  our  Report  as  was  done  in  former  years,  but  will  now 
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be  found  arranged  according  to  subjects  in  the  form  of 
an  appendix.

To  these  names 
must  be  added  those  of  some  gentlemen  of  the  Ganjam  District 
and  Puri  whose  gifts  are  included  in  collection  No.  V,  viz.,  Pandits 
Gadadhara  Vidyabbusana,  Bharatibhusana,  and  Venkates'vara 
Vaksi  of  Chikati  (who  gave  respectively  3  MSS.,  2  MSS., 
and  1  MS.),  the  Zemindar  of  Digupudi  (3  MSS.),  Mr.  Bhagavan 
Padhi  of  Jagadalpore  (1  MS.),  and  Pandit  Sadas'iva  Mis'ra 
Mahamahopadhyaya  of  Puri  (3  MSS).  It  is  our  pleasant 
duty  to  thank  all  these  friends  for  their  generosity,  and 
to  assure  our  old  well-wisher  Mr.  V.  V.  S.  Avadhani,  that 
we  are  deeply  impressed  by  his  having  favoured  us  no 
less  than  three  times,  in  the  course  of  this  }rear,  with 
his  always  welcome  gifts.  How  splendid  would  be  the 
growth  of  our  institution,  if  the  many  Indian  members  of 
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the  T.  S.  who  could  do  so,  would  iu  future  also  think  of 
us  once   or  twice  a  year  ! 

The  newly  acquired  MSS.  are  all  iu  Sanskrit,  with 
tlu>   following  exceptions: 

Collection  No.  IX  includes  15  MSS.  in  the  Telugu  langu- 
age, viz.,  several  Parvans  of  the  Telugu  translation  by 
Tikkanasoniayajin  of  the  Mahabharata,  and  a  few  works 
on  Advaita. 

Collections  No.  V,  VII,  and  Xt  include  5  MSS.  in  all, 
written  in  the  Oriya  language,  among  which  the  most 
valuable  are  the  two  contained  in  one  bundle  of  No.  XI 
(Mrs.  Besant's  present),  viz.,  (1)  MahimandalagTta,  a  Vedantic 
treatise  on  the  five  elements  (each  of  which  is  treated  in  a 
separate  chapter),  Maya,  Yoga,  and  ethical  problems;  and  (2) 
the  diary,  probably  written  in  his  own  hand,  of  Araksitadasa, 
founder  of  the  Khandagiri  Matha  near  Bhuvanes'vara, 
beginning  with  his  arrival  at  Khandagiri  (about  200  years 
ago). 

No.  X  comprises  one  MS.  in  the  Malaxjall  language 
and  character  and  two  MSS.  in  the  Kanarese  language  written 
in  a  peculiar  kind  of  Nagari  (different  from  both  Nandinagari 
and  Devanagari).  The  first  MS.  treats  of  mesmeric  cures  effect- 
ed with  the  aid  of  mantras,  while  the  other  two  MSS.  are 
respectively  engaged  with  (1)  rites  for  averting  the  evil 
consequences  of  bad  omens  such  as  lizard  fall,  and 
(2)  omens  in  general.  The  first  MS.  is  also  remarkable 
for  the  curious  diagrams  and  drawings  it  contains. 

The  two  paper  rolls  of  No.  XII  are  two  old  Kasmlrl 
calendars  in  the  Kas'miri  and  Arabic  character  respectively, 
given  to  Dr.  Harrison  by  Countess  C.  Wachtmeister, 
long  ago,  and  now  kindly  handed  over  to  us.  Also  No. 
■XIV  appears  to  be  a  Kas'miri  MS.,  though  a  good  deal 
in  it  is  undoubtedly  corrupted  Sanskrit.  The  contents  of 
this  MS.  is  a  S'ivoma-samvada,  presumably  from  some 
Tantra. 

Further,    the    two  MSS.  of  No.  XIII  are  in  the  little 
known  Lepcha  language  and  character  of  Sikkim,  the  smaller 
2 
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one  containing  (according  to  a  letter,  from  Prof.  Griinwedel, 
who  examined  photographs  of  the  first  and  the  last  pages) 
a  part  of  the  so-called  Ta-s'e-sung  or  fabulous  stories 
concerning  Padmasambhava,  while  the  larger  one  contains  in  all 
probability  also  some  Padmasambhava  legend.  The  larger  one 
contains  in  addition  an  abecedarium  which  might  prove  useful 
for  correcting  the  only  existing  and  imperfect  set  of 
printing  types  of  the  Lepcha  character. 

Again,  MS.  No.  XV  is  a  Hebrew  MS.  (not  identified,  so 
far,  but  probably  containing  prayers  for  the  Sabbath)  from 
the  South  of  Persia. 

Finally,  No.  XVII  is  by  the  hand  of  the  late  Colonel 
Olcott,  viz.,  his  explanation  of  the  lithographed  plate  in 
his  article  on  "  The  Vaishnava  Book  of  the  Dead,"  of 
which   we  have  not  been  able  to  trace  the  publication. 

We  now  turn  to  the  Sanskrit  MSS. 

These  are,  all  of  them,  written  on  palm-leaf,  excepting 
24  paper  MSS.  included  in  collection  No.  IX.  Collections  No. 
I,  III,  VIII,  and  IX  are  throughout  in  the  Telugu  character ; 
Nos.  II,  IV,  and  VI  in  the  Grantha  character;  No.  XVI  in 
the  Devanagari  character;  and  Nos.  V,  VII,  and  XI  in  the 
Oriya  character,  with  the  sole  exception  of  one  beautiful 
palm-leaf  MS.  of  Bharadvaja-Samhita  with  Paris'ista  (of  the 
Pancaratra  sect),  which  is  written  in  the  Devanagari 
character. 

Collection  No.  VI  is  distinguished  by  its  richness  in  rare 
S'rauta  MSS.,  while  in  the  other  collections  no  particular 
branch  can  be  said   to  prevail. 

As  it  is  impossible,  in  this  Report,  to  give  a  descrip- 
tion of  each  remarkable  MS.  of  our  list,  a  few  notes  on 
some  of  them  must  suffice. 

The  two  MSS.  mentioned  as  No.  1.  of  our  appendix 
are  specially  welcome  because  the  Samhita  of  the  White 
Yajurveda  was  so  far  not  represented  in  our  Library.  The 
first  of  these  MSS.,  a  beautiful  copy  presented  by  the 
Zemindar  of  Digupudi,  is  complete ;  the  other  is  nearly 
complete  and    is,  to  judge  from  its  appearance,  the  oldest 
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palm-leaf  MS.  now  in  the  Adyar  Library,  though  the 
colophon,  stating  that  t ho  MS.  was  written  during  the  reign 
of  king  Nrpa  Kesari  (/.  c,  before  the  10th  century  A.  I).), 
H   probably   copied  from   an   older  MS. 

No.  41  (Ahnikabhaskara)  is  a  complete  and  very  fino 
copy  of  a  comprehensive  work  (9000  (Iranthas)  on  the 
daily  observances  prescribed  for  Brahmins.  It  is  mentioned 
once  in  Oppert's  Catalogue,  but  no  copy  of  it  had  so  far 
found  its  way  into  a  public  library.  This  is  the  most  valuable 
of  Mr.  Avadhani's  presents. 

No.  51  (Smrtisarasamgraha  by  S'rlnivasanatha,  present- 
ed by  Dr.  Harrison),.  No.  57  (Panditasarvasva)  and  No.  53 
(Smrtisarvasva  by  Sarasvativallabha)  are  similar  voluminous 
works  on  the  rites  enjoined  by  the  Law  Books.  These  also 
appear  to  have  been,  so  far,  quite  unknown  to  scholars 
except  through  quotations.  The  first  two  are  also  remarkable 
for  their  splendid  condition  and  the  comprehensive  index 
they  contain  at  the  end. 

No.  59  (Tattvasamgraharamayana)  is  a  huge  compilation  of 
S'lokas  (about  8,000)  from  the  Puranas  and  Agamas,  intended 
to  show  the  esoteric  meaning  of  the  story  of  Rama  and  Sita. 

No.  101  (Yatirajavijaya)  is  a  philosophic  drama  showing 
how  King  Vedanta  is  imperilled  by  the  intrigues  of 
his  hypocritical  minister  Illusionism  (Mayavada)  who  prepares 
for  dethroning  him  with  the  help  of  the  Heretics  (Materialism, 
etc.),  but  is  hindered  from  doing  so  by  the  timely  appearance 
of  Yatiraja  (Ramanujacarya)  who  succeeds  in  getting  his 
place.  In  the  prelude,  the  stage-manager  declares  that,  on 
account  of  the  divine  nature  of  the  dramatis  personse, 
the  Prakrt  language  is  excluded  from  this  play. 

No.  106  (Citramimamsa)  is  the  only  copy  so  far 
discovered  of  this  work,  in  which  a  portion,  unfortunately 
but  a  very  small  one,  of  that  final  part  is  contained 
which  was  believed  to  be  lost  and  is  missing  in  the  edition. 

No.  112  (Jumara-vyakarana)  is  a  very  old  copy  of 
an  exceedingly  rare  grammatical  work  based  on  the 
Sarasvati  Sutras. 
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No.  127  (Mantracudamani)  is  an  exceptionally  beautiful 
complete  copy  of  a  great  work  on  the  Mantras'astra, 
of  which  nothing  seems  to  have  been  known,  so  far, 
except  one  quotation  occurring  in  the  Tantrasara. 

No.  144  (Samkhyasutrabhasya)  is  the  work  of  a  living 
author  who  holds  the  view  that  the  Samkhya  Sutras  must 
be  explained  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Samkhya  philosophy 
only  and  not  be  "  spoiled  by  Vedanta,"  as  was  done  by 
Vijnanabhiksu  in  his  well-known  commentary. 

No.  175  (Pancaratrotsavasamgraha)  is  a  colossal  prose 
work  (7,000  Granthas)  on  the  festivals  of  the  ancient 
Vaisnavite  sect  of  the  Pancaratras.  It  contains  many 
quotations  from   works  which   are  not  obtainable  now. 

No.  181  (S'aivakalpadruma)  is  probably  the  biggest 
encyclopaedia  now  in  existence  of  everything  imaginable 
that  a  follower  of  the  S'aiva  ritual  might  wish  to  know. 
Also  this  work  appears  to  have  so  far  been  known  to 
orientalists  by  name  only. 

Many  more  names  will  be  found  in  our  list  which 
have  never  before  appeared  in  any  catalogue,  and  many 
of  these  represent  voluminous  works. 

I  have  to  add  a  note  on  copying  and  collating. 

As  mentioned  above,  35  works  have  been  copied  for 
the  Library  this  year.  These  contain,  in  all,  126,000 
Granthas  (of  32  syllables  each),  to  which  must  be  added 
another  27,000  Granthas  of  works  still  in  process  of  copying. 
All  of  this  work  was  done  outside  the  Library,  by  scribes 
paid  by  the  piece. 

The  number  of  Granthas  collated  amounts  to  nearly 
40,000. 

Staff  and  Work  done  (except  editorial) 

As  usual,  the  work  in  the  Eastern  Section  was  done 
by  the  permanent  staff  only,  while  the  Western  Section  enjoyed 
the  help  of  several  temporary  workers  also.  The  pro- 
gress made  in  both   Sections  is  satisfactory.. 
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Eastern  Section. — Pandit  Rataa^mjacarya  hns  boon  mainly 
engaged  in  editorial  work  (see  below)  ;  Pandits  Y;i  jfK  ^vura 
Dlksita  and  Krsnamacarya  in  collating  MSS.  ;  Pandits 
Padmanabha  S'astri  and  RaraanStha  S'astri  in  collating  and 
cataloguing  MSS.;  and  Pandit  Gopalaiyer  in  cataloguing 
MSS.  and  printed  works.  Owing  to  the  numerous  new 
acquisitions  and  the  imperative  necessity  of  cataloguing  at 
once  the  new  MSS.,  it  was  again  quite  impossible,  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  to  spare  a  hand  for  tho  long  desired  subject- 
catalogue  of    printed  books. 

Touring  in  search  of  MSS.  was  a  prominent  feature  in 
the  work  done  last  year.  Altogether  nine  tours  have  to 
be  recorded.  (1)  In  the  beginning  of  February  Pandit 
Krsnamacarya  was  in  Tiruvalur  (Tanjore  Dt.)  for  five  days 
in  order  to  purchase  the  collection  mentioned  as  No.  II 
above  (see  New  Manuscripts).  (2)  Pandit  Ramanujacarya 
was  in  Mysore  from  the  20th  February  to  the  17th 
April,  visiting  Ramanathapuram  (Hassan  District)  and0  four 
villages  in  the  neighbourhood.  He  did  not  succeed  in 
purchasing  any  MSS.,  but  he  took  lists  of  several  collec- 
tions and  brought  some  rare  MSS.  for  copying.  (3) 
Pandit  Gopalaiyer  was  on  tour  in  the  Tanjore  District 
from  the  1st  March  to  the  7th  April.  About  half  of 
this  time  was  spent  in  taking  a  list  of  the  MSS.  (amounting 
to  370)  in  the  Library  of  the  Mahalihgasvami  Temple  of 
Tiruvadamarudur.  The  Pandit  also  did  some  copying,  and 
he  helped  with  the  purchase  of  the  large  collection  of 
palm-leaf  MSS.  mentioned  above  under  No.  IV.  (4-6)  Pandit 
Krsnamacarya  was  in  North  Arcot  a  few  days  in  April, 
almost  the  whole  of  the  month  of  May  and  the  month  of  July, 
in  order  to  negotiate  for  a  large  and  most  valuable  collec- 
tion of  palm-leaf  MSS.  Unfortunately,  after  everything  was 
settled,  the  owner  of  the  MSS.  changed  his  mind.  (7)  Pandit 
Ramanatha  S'astri  was  on  tour  in  the  South  Arcot  District 
from  the  1st  October  till  the  16th  November.  He  obtained 
information  about  some  rare  MSS.,  borrowed  several  others 
for  copying  and  brought  also  a  collection  offered  for  purchase, 
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which,  however,  had  to  be  declined.  (8-9)  The  Director 
undertook  a  tour  in  the  Ganjam  and  Vizagapatam  Districts, 
for  the  month  of  May  and  first  half  of  June,  and 
another  one  in  Orissa,  from  the  1st  October  to  the 
3rd  November,  resulting  in  the  acquisition  of  collections 
Nos.  V  and  VII  mentioned  above.  He  visited  the  following 
places:  Berhampore,  Aska,  Dharakota,  Russelkonda  and 
neighbouring  villages,  Chikati,  Digupudi,  Icchapur,  Mandasa, 
Parlakimedi,  and  finally  Bobbili ;  farther  Bhuvanes'vara  and 
surrounding  country   and  Puri  (twice). 

The  Library  has  suffered  a  severe  loss  by  the  death 
of  Pandit  T.  Yajnes'vara  Diksita  which  occurred  on  the  22nd 
August.  The  Pandit  had  been  connected  with  the  Library 
for  the  last  twelve  years.  (Cf.  Appendix  II.) 

A  new  Pandit,  Jagannathakavyaratnatirtha  of  Puri, 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Library  in  December  for  some  four 
months,  in  order  to  thoroughly  catalogue  our  Sanskrit 
MSS.  written  in  the  Bengali  and  Oriya  characters.  He 
is  now  engaged  in  that  work  together  with  the  Head 
Pandit  (Ramanujacarya). 

Privilege  leave  of4  one  month  was  granted  to  Pandits 
Ramanujacarya  and  Krsnamacarya. 

Western  Section. — Here  I  must  again  begin  with  a 
tribute  of  thanks  to  my  excellent  assistant,  Mr.  Johan  van 
Manen,  whose  services  have  become  wholly  indispensable 
to  the  Library.  Mr.  Van  Manen,  as  in  previous  years, 
has  devoted  infinite  zeal  and  interest  to  the  administration 
of  the  Library  :  he  has  put  to  work  and  daily  supervised 
most  of  the  workers  in  this  Section,  and  he  has  person- 
ally prepared  for  the  binder  nearly  all  of  the  books  bound 
during  this  year. 

Then  I  have  great  pleasure  in  recording  the  services 
of  four  other  volunteer  workers  who  may  be  styled  per- 
manent, so  far  as  this  year  is  concerned  :  (1)  Mrs.  H.  Liibke, 
who  has  helped  us  so  energetically  in  previous  years,  has 
again  been  busy,  with  her  usual  efficiency,  in  almost  all 
departments    of  the    Library  administration.    She    has  now 
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definitely   resolved  to  depart  to  Europe  in  April  1914.  Our 

thanks  will  accompany  her,  and  we  hope  that  she  may 
Return  to  us  in  later  years.  (2)  Mrs.  C.  V .  Godefroy  has 
patiently  continued  her  difficult  task  of  preparing  a  com- 
prehensive scheme  for  a  common  subject  catalogue  of  the 
contents  of  the  orientalistic  magazines.  (3)  Mr.  W.  A.  Cates 
dame  to  us  from  Vancouver  and  proved  a  first  rate  ac- 
quisition. His  energy  and  intelligence  cannot  be  sufficiently 
praised.  He  has  been  principally  engaged  in  preparing 
magazines  for  the  binder  and  cataloguing  new  books. 
(4)  Mr.  S.  Siva  Rao  has  continued  his  laborious  work  of 
indexing  the  first  35  volumes  of  The  Theosophist,  and  the 
magnificent  result  of  his  activities  already  in  our  possession 
is  the  manuscript  index  of  The  Theosophist  up-to-date  for : 
titles  of  articles  ;  author's  names  ;  news,  notes  and  miscellane- 
ous paragraphs ;  and  book  reviews.  The  last  and  most 
difficult  division,  viz.,  the  index  of  subjects,  has  meanwhile 
been  taken  in  hand,  so  that  we  may  expect  to  see  in  the 
new  year  the  successful  termination  of  this  great  undertaking. 

Our  thanks  are  further  due  to  another  seven  volunteer 
workers  for  having  favoured  us  temporarily  with  their  help.  (1-2) 
Mr.  Thomas  Prime  and  Mr.  M.  B.  Kolatkar  continued  during 
a  part  of  the  year  their  useful  activities  in  connection  with 
the  Press  Cutting  Department.  This  has  now  been  brought 
fairly  up-to-date  by  them  so  far  as  the  principal  part  is 
concerned.  (3)  Miss  M.  Cruz  from  Guatemala  has  been 
good  enough  to  put  her  considerable  knowledge  of  the 
Romance  languages  at  our  service  and  has  done  useful 
work  in  connection  with  the  registration  of  our  numerous 
Spanish,  Portuguese,  Italian,  and  French  books.  (4) 
Mrs.  H.  Gillespie  has  rendered  valuable  help  in  bibliographical 
research  and  has  patiently  submitted  to  the  drudgery  of 
much  copying  work.  (5)  Miss  Camilla  Struckmann  has 
done  much  needed  work  at  collating  files  of  magazines,  a 
thankless  but  indispensable  task.  .  (6)  Mr.  Th.  Vrede  has 
undertaken  to  study  and  report  upon  some  technical  prob- 
lems of  library  science    now    confronting    the    direction  of 
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the  Library,  and  will  submit  his  results  within  the 
current  year,  before  leaving  Adyar.  (7)  Miss  D.  Graham 
did  some  good   work  in  indexing  part  of  our  cutting  books. 

Editorial  Work 

As  far  as  printing  is  concerned,  our  progress  in  editorial 
work  is  not  satisfactory  this  year.  The  first  three,  months 
were  lost  in  negotiating  for  the  new  type  we  wanted  (and 
after  all  did  not  get),  while  for  the  last  two  months  no  com- 
positor, and  for  the  remaining  time  only  one,  was  at  our  disposal 
in  the  Vasanta  Press.  For  these  reasons,  then,  hardly  a  thousand 
S'lokas  of  Ahirbudhnya-Samhita  have  been  printed  this  year. 

For  the  Descriptive  Catalogue  some  more  time  was 
spared  this  year  than  in  the  preceding  one.  Pandit 
Ramanujficarya  has  continued  his  difficult  task  of  describing  our 
numerous  N}-aya  MSS.,  and  he  is  now  engaged,  together  with 
the    Puri  Pandit,  upon  those  written  in  the  Bengali  character. 

Museum 

Our  small  collection  of  curios,  etc.,  forming  a  nucleus 
for  a  future  museum,  has  this  year  again  received  a  few 
interesting  gifts. 

Mrs.  Besant  and  Mr.  Leadbeater  gave  some  silver  and 
sandal-wood  presentation  caskets,  containing  illuminated 
addresses  of  welcome  or  congratulation. 

The  Rev.  A.  J.  McFarlane,  M.A.,  Principal  of  Griffith-John 
College,  Hankow,  presented  a  small  collection  of  Chinese  coins. 

Our    thanks  are  hereby  expressed  to  the  kind  donors. 

Binding 

This  year,  thanks  to  the  very  cordial  and  active 
co-operation  of  Mr.  A.  K.  Sitarama  S'astri,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Vasanta  Press,  we  have  for  the  first  time  been 
able    to    cope    fully    with  the  binding  requirements  of  the 
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Library,  which  aro  of  late  less  great  than  before  because 
we  have  recently  ceased  to  order  unbound  copies  ol  books 
when  bound  copies  are  available.  No  less  than  850  volumes 
were  bound,  as  against  12 1 7  in  the  previous  year.  11  tins 
condition  of  affairs  continues — and  a  hope  is  held  out  to 
us  that  wo  may  reach  a  total  of  1200  books  bound  per 
year — we  shall  be  able  to  cope  with  all  new  books  and 
magazines  coining  in  which  need  binding,  and  at  the  same 
time  slowly  bind  or  re-bind  the  old  books  in  our  collection 
when  necessary.  Mr.  Sitarama  S'astri  has  now  set  a  special 
department  for  the  Adyar  Library  apart  in  his  binding  division, 
and  we  tender  him  our  hearty  thanks  for  this  arrangement. 

Lending  out  of  Books  and  MSS. 

The  Lending  Library  has  had  but  a  small  increase, 
and  so  the  number  of  those  who  used  it  cannot  be  said 
to  have  grown  remarkably.  Still  there  are  many  who 
complain  about  the  "  not  to  be  taken  away  "  system 
adhered  to  in  the  reference  Library ;  it  would  therefore  be 
a  good  thing  for  Theosphical  and  other  authors,  who  want 
their  books  to  be  read  by  as  many  as  possible,  to  send  us 
always  two  copies  of  their  books,  viz.,  one  for  the  reference 
library  and  one  for  the  lending  library. 

The  lending  out  of  MSS.  also  is  hardly  worth  men- 
tioning :  another  MS.  of  Uttararamacarita-Tippana  was 
lent  to  Harvard  University,  and  three  MSS.  of  Visnu- 
Purana  together  with  two  MSS.  of  commentaries  on  the 
same  to  Mr.  Vyasacarya  of  Kumbakonam.  It  seems  that 
scholars  are  still  under  the  impression  that  the  Adyar 
Library,  like  the  Government  Oriental  MSS.  Library  of 
Madras,  does  not  lend  out  MSS.  at  all.  It  may  therefore 
be  useful  to  repeat  that  we  do  lend  out  MSS.  to  Govern- 
ment Libraries  of  any  country,  and,  on  security,  also  to 
well-known  private  persons.

APPKNDIX  II 


The  late  Pandit  T.  Yajnks'vaka  Diksita 

Brahma  S'ki  Yajnus'vara  DIksiia  was  born  in  Tirukkalik- 
kunram,  a  village  and  place  of  pilgrimage  in  the  Chingle- 
pub  District,  in  the  year  1862.  Up  to  his  fifteenth  year 
he  was  engaged  in  his  native  vilhige  (which  has  a  well- 
known  Vedic  school)  in  learning  by  heart  the  whole  of  the 
Black  xajurveda,  studying  its  meaning,  learning  Sanskrit 
grammar  and  Amarakos'a,  and  laying  the  foundation  of  his 
profound  knowledge  of  the  Vedic  ritual  (S'rauta)  for  which 
he  was  often  afterwards  admired.  He  then  went  to  Con- 
jee vara m,  where  he  studied  the  Nyaya-S'astra  under  Pandit 
S'ihgaracharya  for  about  five  years.  During  this  time  and 
later  he  also  studied  the  standard  works  of  the  Advaita 
philosophy,  for  his  knowledge  of  which  he  was  much 
indebted  to  his  father's  brother  Kanyakes'vara  Diksita,  a 
famous  Sanskrit  Pandit  whose  one  aim  in  life  was,  in 
spite  of  his  great  poverty,  to  impart  free  instruction  to 
students  in  all  that  he  knew.  From  Conjeevaram  our 
Pandit  went  to  Mylapore,  a  suburb  of  Madras,  in  order  to 
become  a  superintendent  of  Vedaparayana  in  the  Kapa- 
lis'vara  Temple  of  that  place,  which  post  he  held,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned,  until  his  death.  In  1901  he 
became  a  Pandit  of  the  Adyar  Library,  the  founder  of 
which,  Colonel  Olcott,  was  always  very  fond  of  him.  In 
1904  he  joined  the  P.  Subrahmanyam  High  School  of 
Mylapore  as  a  teacher  of  Sanskrit.  Consequently,  from  that 
time  the  Adyar  Library  could  have  his  services  only  on 
Saturdays  and  Sundays.  In  1913  he  was  taken  ill  with 
a  tumour  occasioned  by  diabetes  and,  after  an  operation, 
succumbed  on  the  22nd  of  August. 

Pandit  Yajfies'vara  Diksita  was  a  good  scholar  and  a  good 
man.    We   bewail  his  death  and  shall  honour  his  memory.

REPORT  OF  THE  ADYAR  LIBRARY 


To  the  President,  T.  8. — I  have  much  pleasure  in  placing 
before  you  the  (28th)  Adyar  Library  Report  for  the  year  1914. 
On  the  whole  it  is  a  record  of  successful  effort  and  of  satisfactory 
progress.  The  year  now  completed  may  be  described  as  one  of 
the  most  prosperous  in  the  history  of  the  Library. 

The  War  and  our  Director 

The  only  event  of  the  past  year  which  calls  for  regret 
is  one  caused  by  the  great  European  War.  Our  Director, 
Dr.  F.  0.  Schrader,  being  a  German  subject,  was  interned,  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  year,  by  the  military  authorities,  as  a  prisoner 
of  war.  The  strict  rules  governing  such  internment  make  it 
practically  impossible  for  him  either  to  be  kept  regularly  informed 
of  the  details  of  the  work  of  the  Library  or  to  direct  it  by  corre- 
spondence. It  is  almost  superfluous  to  state  that  this  enforced 
absence  is  a  great  loss  to  the  Library,  as  we  have  no  one  on  our 
Staff  capable  of  even  remotely  replacing  Dr.  Schrader  in  his 
special  labours  in  the  fields  of  Indian  philosophy  and  Samskrit 
bibliography.  Indeed,  his  absence  has  caused  various  problems 
to  arise,  which  have  taught  us  clearly  how  indispensable  a  place 
our  Director  fills  amongst  us  and  how  valuable  an  asset  he  is  to 
the  Library  and  its  work.  It  is  my  deeply-felt  duty  to  give  ex- 
pression here  to  the  affectionate  feelings  of  goodwill  of  the 
entire  Library  Staff  for  their  absent  Director,  and  to  their 
earnest  hope  that  his  absence  may  be  short  and  accompanied  by 
as  few  hardships  as  possible. '  The  Library  can  ill  afford  to  do 
without  him  in  the  great  labour  of  construction  which,  during 
his  term  of  office,  has  already  attained  such  notable  success. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  add  that,  though  Dr.  Schrader 
may  be  for  the  moment  lost  to  the  active  work  of  the  Library, 
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yet  his  internment  may  have  excellent  results,  as  we  learn  that 
he  has  entered  upon  some  fresh  studies  in  his  confine- 
ment, which  promise  much  profit  to  the  Library  on  his 
return. 

The    above  circumstances  will  account  for  the  present 
report  being  signed  by  the  Assistant  Director. 

Finance 

The  past  year  has  been  financially  an  easy  record.  Not 
since  the  La  Fuente  bequest  have  we  received  such  impor- 
tant donations.  As  usual  during  the  last  years  Mr.  A. 
Ostermann  has  acted  as  our  faithful  Maecenas  in  a  most 
generous  way,  for  which  we  are  profoundly  grateful.  With- 
out his  gifts  the  year  would  have  been  one  of  stagnation 
instead  of  progress.  Thanks  to  his  contributions  not  only  the 
past  year  saw  a  marked  advance,  but  next  year's  progress  is 
assured  as  well. 

A  second  benefactor,  who  wishes  to  remain  anonymous, 
made  an  important  donation  in  an  original  and  practical  form. 
A  capital  sum  of  Rs.  6,000  was  given,  to  be  invested  in  the 
construction  of  a  building  on  the  Adyar  Headquarters'  com- 
pound, the  rent  of  this  building  to  go  to  the  Adyar  Library. 
In  this  way  the  Headquarters  are  the  richer  by  a  building  and 
the  Library  profits  by  it  more  than  if  the  sum  had  been  invested 
in  Government  paper.  The  building,  in  the  shape  of  a  very 
adaptable  bungalow,  is  nearing  its  completion  and  is  rapidly 
becoming  a  neat  and  comfortable  structure. 

One  remark  must  be  made  under  this  heading  of  Finance. 
The  general  interest  evinced  in  the  Library  within  the  ranks 
of  the  Society  is  not  great,  and  little  support  comes  to 
us  from  the  members  at  large.  Mr.  Ostermann  has  during 
the  last  four  years  practically  been  alone  responsible  for  the 
enormous  progress  made.  The  total  donations  this  year 
beyond  those  of  Mr.  Ostermann  and  the  Anonymous  Donor 
mentioned  above,  amount  only  to  lis.  328-8-0,  barely  suffi- 
cient for  the  purchase  of  a  single  Fncyclopaedia  or  any  single 
Collection  of  important  works.    Our  hope  is  that  we  may  be 
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able  to  spend  lit  least  Us.  15,000  annually  i'or  tlm  next  lew  years, 
and  of  that  sum  only  Rs.  b',^00  comes  in  from  regular  re- 
venues. The  rest  has  to  be  made  up  from  donations  or  sub- 
stantial additions  to  our  permanent  capital.  We  urgently  re- 
commend this  point  to  the  consideration  of  our  wealthier  members 
interested  in  the  development  of  all  the  activities  implied  in  the 
second  object  of  our  Society.

In  addition  Mr.  Ostermann  sent    the  munificent  sum  of 
Rs.  40,421-0-9  as  the  nucleus  of  a  Building  Fund.    This  sum  has 
been  deposited  in  the  bank  until  accretions  shall  allow  active 
steps  to  be  taken  to  prepare  its  being  expended. 

Building 

This  leads  to  a  consideration  of  the  present  condition 
of  our  housing.  During  the  last  few  years  the  expansion  of  the 
Library  has  been  considerable  and  the  President  of  the  Theo- 
sophical  Society  has  put  at  our  disposal  one  after  another  of 
the  available  rooms  on  the  ground-floor  of  the  main  Headquarters' 
building.  Now  we  have  reached  the  limit  of  expansion  in  that 
direction  and  no  further  addition  of  space  can  be  hoped 
for  in  the  same  main  building.  Material  factors  block  our  ex- 
pansion finally.  At  the  same  time,  the  rooms  now  in  use  have 
already  the  great  inconvenience  of  not  being  connected  so  that 
our  collections  are  divided  and  the  proper  superintendence  of 
our  subordinate  staff  is  difficult.  All  these  reasons  make  it 
strongly  desirable  that  we  should  look  out  with  all  possible 
diligence  for  means  to  arrive  at  a  final  solution  of  this  housing 
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problem.  I  would  submit  that  four  factors  should  be  borne  in 
mind  when  deciding  the  point.    They  are  the  following  : 

1 .  The  new  Library  building  should  stand  isolated  on  its 
own  plot  of  ground,  quite  self-contained  and  independent. 

2.  It  should  be  built  with  a  view  to  indefinite  expansion  so 
that  there  may  be  no  need  to  demolish  hereafter  the  previously 
existent  parts  nor  even  essentially  to  modify  the  main  structure. 

3.  It  should  be  located  further  from  the  Adyar  River 
than  the  present  building. 

4.  It  should  be  constructed  on  the  highest  available  part 
of  the  suitable  site. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  within  a  maximum  of  three  years  all 
available  room  now  at  our  disposal  will  be  so  fully  utilised  as  to 
be  on  the  verge  of  being  choked,  a  state  of  affairs  detrimental 
to  good  administration,  to  the  right  preservation  of  our  collec- 
tions and  to  the  interests  of  students. 

The  matter  is,  therefore,  urgent  and  Mr.  Ostermann's 
splendid  gift  has  made  it  possible  to  foresee  active  steps  being 
taken  in  the  near  future.  Capitalist  members  of  the  Society 
should  carefully  consider  these  points  with  a  view  to  rendering 
substantial  assistance  in  this  important  matter. 

New  Books 

(a)  Books  Presented  to  the  Eastern  Section. — The  two 
most  important  works  received  in  the  Eastern  Section  are  Tibet- 
an blockprints.  The  first,  presented  by  Mr.  T.  L.  Crombie, 
is  the  well  known  Manikambum,  and  the  second,  presented  by 
Mr.  P.  S.  Jackson,  is  a  biography  of  Padmasambhava.  Both 
works  are  very  clearly  printed  and  in  excellent  condition. 

In  addition  some  55  printed  works,  in  Samskrit,  Canarese, 
Tamil,  Telugu,  Gujerati,  Persian,  Hindi  and  Bengali,  were 
presented.  The  most  important  one  of  these  is  a  fine  lithographed 
text  edition  of  Firdausi's  Shah-nameh,  presented,  through  Mr. 
B.  P.  Wadia,  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Mahaluxmivalla  of  Bombay. 

[b)  Books  Purchased  for  the  Eastern  Section.— -This  year  not 
much  was  done  in  this  direction.  Our  purchases  amounted  to 
aboul  32  works,  mostly  Samskrit  texts,  among  which  were  a  new 
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odition  of  tlio  l08lUp;inishacls  in  Devanagari  character  (Bombay, 
1913),  complete  alphabetical  indexes  to  the  four  Vedas,  and 
sonic  of  tho  rarer  I'nranas.  The  additions  also  comprise  a 
Tamil  encyclopaedia  and  a  few  other  important  Tamil  works. 

(c)  Books  Presented  to  the  Western  Section. — Tho  past  year 
was  also  a  record  under  this  heading,  both  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  volumes  presented  and  as  to  the  importance  of  the  gifts. 
In  all  nearly  700  volumes  were  received  in  this  way.  The 
following  donors  and  gifts  may  be  specially  mentioned  :

These  gifts  amount  to  a  total  of  553  volumes.  Besides 
these  our  collection  was  also  enriched  with  a  complete  set 
of  the  publications  of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society,  from 
1831  to  1911,  comprising  133  volumes.  This  set  was  bought 
out  of  a  subscription  raised  for  the  purpose  by  a  small 
group  of  well-wishers  of  the  Library.  It  may  be  added 
that  this  set  is  an  exceptionally  splendid  one  and  very  solidly 
bound.  Finally  the  Manager  of  New  India  presented  a  great 
number  of  bound  volumes  of  the  Madras  daily  paper  The  Madras 
Standard,  covering  about  20  years.  This  collection  is  of  great 
value  for  the  study  of  the  recent  local  history  of  Madras. 

We  have,  in  conclusion,  again  to  thank  Mr.  B.  P.  Wadia, 
the  Manager  of  the  Theosophical  Publishing  House,  for  his 
sustained  and  valuable  co-operation  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library.

New  Manuscripts 

The  new  Manuscripts  added  to  the  Library  during  the 
year  were  all  in  Sanskrit.  Oar  record  was  again  a  splendid 
one,  though  not  so  good  as  that  attained  by  the  phenomenal 
increase  in  1914.  293  bundles  were  purchased  and  34  bundles 
presented,  containing  respectively  494,  and  48  separate  works, 
making  in  all  327  bundles  and  542  works.  In  the  absence 
of  our  Director  we  shall  not  give  a  detailed  list  of  the  rarer 
of  these  MSS.  as  was  done  last  year,  but  leave  them  over 
to  be  dealt  with  minutely  in  the  next  report  if  our  Direc- 
tor is  again  with  us.  It  may,  however,  at  once  be  stated 
that  a  good  percentage  of  rare  works  is  contained  in  the  newly 
acquired  collection.  In  the  case  of  a  few  works  we  may  make 
an  exception.  The  first  is  the  KaivalyadJ/pikd  by  Krsna. 
This  rare  work  was  already  known  in  a  Tamil  translation  for 
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which  numerous  Tamil  commentaries  have  been  written.  The 
original  of  this  important  Advaita  work  was  considered  lost  bat  is 
now  rediscovered.  The  copy  secured  tor  the  Library  is  written 
in  Grantha  characters,  on  paper,  and  is  accompanied  by  a 
commentary  by  Krsnasuddlii.  it  measures  about  3,000  granthas. 
This  copy  has  been  lent  to  us  for  copying  and  the  copy  has 
been  completed.  A  few  other  titles  of  interest,  selected  more 
or  less  at  random,  from  among  the  rich  list  of  acquisitions,  are  : 

Kaivailyopanisaddipikatailam  (Advaita),  by  Appayadlks'ita. 
Brahmavinnidhi,  (Advaita). 

Purusarthasudhinidhi  (Advaita),  by  Jnanendrasarasvati. 
Mukticandrika  (Anubhavadvaita),  by  Appayas'ivaoharya. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  number  of  MSS.  were,  as  usual, 
acquired  through  copying.  The  customary  statistics  concern- 
ing this  activity  are  as  follows  : — 

Twenty-six  complete  works  were  copied,  measuring  57*895 
granthas  (of  32  syllables  each).  In  addition  18  works  were  copied 
in  part,  measuring  85*136  granthas.  These  are  to  be  completed 
this  year.  Thus  the  copying  for  the  past  twelve  months  totalled 
143*031  granthas.  The  collation  done  during  the  year  amounted 
to  5*523  granthas,  covering  2  complete  works. 

Staff  and  Work  done  (except  editorial) 

As  in  previous  years  the  work  in  the  Eastern  Section  was 
exclusively  done  by  the  permanent  Staff,  whilst  in  the  Western 
Section  several  temporary  and  voluntary  workers  assisted. 

During  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  the  Library  had 
the  full  benefit  of  Dr.  Schrader's  guidance.  From  that  period 
his  enforced  absence  has  been  a  heavy  loss  to  the  Library. 
Through  necessarily  restricted  correspondence  he  remains  how- 
ever to  a  limited  extent  in  contact  with  the  Library  activities. 

Eastern  Section. — Pandit  Ramanujacarya  was  during  the 
year  almost  entirely  engaged  in  editorial  work  on  the  Ahir- 
budhnya-Samhita.  In  addition  to  this,  and  together  with 
Pandit  Jagannathakavyaratnatirtha,  he  prepared,  up  till  May, 
some  descriptive  slips  for  Bengali  and  Oriya  MSS.  and  also 
some  slips  for  the  catalogue  of  Nyaya  MSS. 
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Pandit  K.  Gopalaiyer  was  mainly  engaged  with  his  usual 
work  of  cataloguing  new  books  and  MSS.  in  the  Eastern  Sec- 
tion, but  in  addition  lie  went  on  tout'  from  May  5th  to  June 
10th  and  visited  Madura,  Kanadi,  Sivaganga,  Srirangam 
and  Koduvayur.  He  collected  a  goodly  number  of  valuable 
MSS.,  mostly  on  Advaita,  Anubhavad  vaita,  Pancaratra,  S'ilpa 
and  S'rauta. 

The  Pandits  N.  Rfunanatlia  S'astn  and  S.  K.  Ramanatha 
SastrT  prepared  about  1,000  slips  for  old  MSS.,  and  examined 
several  collections  of  new  MSS.  offered  for  sale.  The  former 
was  also  engaged  for  two  months  in  collating  different  printed 
and  MS.  recensions  of  the  Harivamsa. 

Pandit  Padmanabha  S'fistri  left  us  in  February  to  take  up 
an  appointment  in  the  Madras  Sanskrit  College  as  a  Professor 
of  Mlmamsa. 

Pandit  Krsnamacarya  was  absent  on  sick  leave  for  about 
six  months.  He  rejoined  the  Library  in  August  but  left  its 
service  definitely  in  November. 

Pandit  Jagannabhakavyarabnatii'bha  finished  his  temporary 
labour  of  cataloguing  the  Sanskrit  MSS.  written  in  the  Oriya 
and  Bengali  characters  and  so  his  appointment  came  to  an  end. 
His  work  was  highly  satisfactory. 

Western  Section. — Mr.  W.  A.  Gates  again  has  proven  him- 
self to  be  an  invaluable  asset  in  all  branches  of  the  Library 
routine  work  and  has  put  in  a  year  of  brilliant  work.  In  fact, 
he  is  now  our  chief  Assistant  in  the  Western  Section. 

Mrs.  0.  W.  Godefroy  has  patiently  continued  her  labour 
of  preparing  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  a  common  subject- 
index  or  catalogue  of  the  contents  of  the  Orientalistic  Magazines 
and  collective  publications  in  the  Library,  and,  incidentally  of  an 
Index  to  the  transactions  of  the  International  Congresses  of 
Orientalists. 

Mr.  A.  Siva  Row  has  likewise  continued  his  indexing  work 
of  the  first  35  volumes  of  The  Theos^hut.  The  complete  draft 
is  now  ready  and  the  whole  is  in  process  of  final  revision. 
Mr.  Siva  Row  also  gave  occasional  assistance  in  various  minor 
Library  activities. 
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Mr.  Thomas  Prime  has  devoted  himself  again  most  indus- 
triously to  the  Press  Cutting  Department  which  now  can  offer 
full  scope  to  the  energies  of  an  additional  worker. 

Mrs.  EL  Gillespie  hag  made  herself  very  useful  in  various 
ways  and  has  done  especially  valuable  work  in  classifying 
subject-index  slips  of  articles  in  journals  and  magazines.  (See 
also  under  the  heading  "  Museum  ".) 

Mrs.  L.  Nettell  has  materially  assisted  the  Press  Cutting 
work  by  unweariedly  reading  and  marking  the  never-diminish- 
ing stacks  of  daily  papers. 

Miss  A.  Bell  also  assisted  for  sometime  with  zeal  and  enthu- 
siasm, mainly  in  classifying  pamphlets  according  to  subjects. 

Editorial  Work 

The  main  editorial  work  of  the  year  consisted  in  seeing  the 
Ahirbudhnya-Savihitd  through  the  press.  The  text,  forming  two 
volumes,  is  now  printed  but  for  the  few  final  formes.  The  Intro- 
ductions, Indexes,  Notes  and  other  additional  matter  are  well  in 
hand  and  mostly  finished  in  manuscript.  The  internment  of  Dr. 
Schrader  may  cause  a  delay  in  the  publication  of  this  remark- 
able work,  which,  otherwise,  should  see  the  light  early  in  1915. 

Binding 

Our  binding  record  too  is  better  this  year  than  it 
has  been  in  any  previous  one.  900  books  and  1,000  pamph- 
lets were  bound.  Our  arrears  are  diminishing  rapidly  and 
but  for  the  unfortunately  too  numerous  lacunas  in  our  many  files 
of  unbound  magazines  we  should  come  up  to  date,  in  the  coming- 
year,  with  this  part  of  our  work.  The  co-operation  of  the 
Vasanta  Press  and  its  capable  Superintendent  Mr.  A.  K.  Sita- 
rama  S'astri  should  again  find  here  grateful  acknowledgment. 

Museum 

A  splendid  gift,  which,  perhaps,  should  be  mentioned  under 
a  special  heading,  but  which,  for  convenience  sake,  is  recorded 
here,  is  one  by  the  Italian  Section  of  the  T.  S.  It  consists  of  a 
collection  of  magnificent  photographs  of  examples  of  Italian 
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religious  art.  Tins  collection,  numbering  about  1,000  pieces,  is 
neatly  moan  ted  on  cardboard  and  arranged  in  24  albums  of 
about  40  photographs  each. 

Mrs.  H.  (Gillespie  indexed,  classified  and  arranged  this 
collection  with  great  discrimination. 

Mrs.  Besant  presented  again  several  curios  and  objects  of 
historical  value  for  the  T.  S.  The  most  important  are  a  magni- 
ficent silver  casket,  presented  to  her  by  the  Indian  Section  of 
of  the  T.  S.,  together  with  the  superbly  illuminated  address 
which  accompanied  it. 

Shelving,  Lighting  and  Furniture 

Additional  shelving  was  put  into  stackroom  No.  2  and  this 
room  is  now  fully  utilised,  containing  about  800  feet  of  shelf 
space  which  leaves  no  room  for  further  expansion. 

Stackroom  No.  3  will  be  similarly  treated  during  the  current 
year,  after  which  all  available  space  in  the  Headquarters  Build- 
ing will  have  been  used  up.  A.nd  even  so  we  shall  lack  an 
additional  room  which  is  much  needed,  for  purposes  of  packing, 
sorting,  storing  lumber  and  duplicates  as  well  as  matter  in 
suspense  for  the  moment. 

Electric  lighting  was  extended  in  the  Reading  Room  and 
also  in  stackroom s  Nos.  2  and  3. 

Some  additional  Library  furniture  and  fittings  were  likewise 
acquired. 

Exchanges 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  items  of  the  past  year  was  the 
definite  entry  of  our  Library  into  exchange-relations  with  a 
great  number  of  other  Libraries  throughout  the  world.  We 
sent  a  copy  of  our  last  report  to  about  350  other  Libraries,  with 
a  request  to  be  entered  on  their  exchange-list.  A  very  cordial 
and  ready  response  to  this  request  was  given  by  about  75 
Libraries,  and  in  many  cases  the  Officers  of  these  Institutions 
gave  most  valued  expression  to  their  fraternal  interest  and  good- 
will, in  many  cases  presenting  us  in  addition  with  their  sundry 
publications,  often  of  intrinsic  value.     We  hereby  beg  to  tender 
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our  hearty  thanks  to  these  friendly  colleagues  and  to  point  out 

how  important  such  valuable  co-operation  is  for  us,  situated  as 

we  are  in  a  Fairly  remote  corner  of  the  world,  Far  From  the  foci 

of  civilisation's  intellectual  activity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ADYAK  LIBRARY 


'l\>  the  President,  T.  8.  —1  have  much  pleasure  in  placing 
before  you  the  (29th)  Adyar  Library  Report,  for  the  year 
1915.  You  will  learn  from  it  that  in  some  respects  it  con- 
st it  utes  a  record  of  good  results,  though  the  influence  of  the 
great  War  was  felt  by  us  in  the  absence  of  adequate  financial 
support  by  gifts  during  the  past  year. 


Our  Director 


Our  Director,  Dr.  F.  0.  Schrader,  remained  interned,  as 
a  German  subject,  during  the  whole  course  of  the  year.  His 
activities  on  behalf  of  the  Library  were  therefore  of  necessity 
reduced  to  purely  literary  work,  as  well  as  to  special  studies 
which  may  benefit  us  in  the  future.  As  a  Librarian,  however, 
he  was  altogether  prevented  from  assisting  us  at  all.  This  is 
greatly  to  be  regretted,  and  was  a  serious  loss  to  the  Library. 
Dr.  Schrader's  presence  is  indispensable  to  us  mainly  on  account 
of  his  specially  expert  bibliographical  knowledge  of  Sanskrit 
MS.  literature.  During  this,  as  during  the  former  year, 
we  have  again  made  very  substantial  and  valuable  acquisitions 
of  MSS.  :  fully  500  bundles  this  year  alone.  The  result  is  that 
now  more  than  850  bundles  of  precious  MSS.  are  awaiting 
proper  treatment,  classification  and  description,  which  state  of 
affairs  must  be  considered  to  be  seriously  against  the  public 
interest.  Also,  the  labours  on  the  Ahirbudhnya-Sainhita 
cannot  be  finally  terminated  without  Dr.  Schrader's  personal 
co-operation  and  direction  on  the  spot.  Lastly,  a  number 
of  minor  questions  of  all  sorts  have  been  left  suspended  during 
Dr.  Schrader's  prolonged  absence,  and  have  now  accumulated 
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to  such  an  extent  as  to  demand  their  solution  urgently.  For 
all  these  reasons  the  absence  of  Dr.  Schrader  has  been  a  real 
loss  and  drawback  to  the  Library  and  its  work  during  the  year. 

Finance 

The  influence  of  the  great  War  made  itself  most  con- 
spicuously felt  in  the  almost  entire  absence  of  donations  during 
the  year.  Last  year  we  reached  the  high  water  mark  of 
prosperity  in  this  direction  since  the  foundation  of  the  Library,  by 
donations  totalling  about  Rs.  1)7,000,  of  which  Rs.  40,000  were  to 
capital,  and  lis.  27,000  for  expenditure.  Happily  we  took  care 
to  carry  over  a  considerable  portion — about  Rs.  10,000 — for  ex- 
penditure in  the  new  year,  so  as  to  enable  us  to  keep  up  the  annual 
budget  for  this  year  also  at  a  level  of  approximately  Rs.  15,000, 
which  should  be  the  normal  one  at  our  present  stage  of  develop- 
ment. This  enabled  us  to  make  once  more  substantial  progress 
during  the  year  ;  and  how  wise  the  precaution  has  proved  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year — as  a  true 
anti-climax — the  total  of  donations  amounted  to  only  Rs.  17-9-11 
or  just  over  one  pound  sterling  British.  As  the  amount  of 
donations  annually  needed  to  keep  up  the  present  level  of 
activities  is  about  Rs.  8,500  or  £565  the  bathos  of  the  situation 
is  very  clear. 

Nevertheless  we  here  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  kind 
donors  of  this  year  and  we  express  our  grateful  remembrance  to 
our  liberal  Patron,  Mr.  A.  Ostermann,  now  cut  off  from  us  in 
Alsace. 

Building 

The  necessity  for  a  radical  change  in  housing  and  for  re- 
moval to  a  specially  constructed  building  becomes,  of  course,  more 
pressing  as  time  goes  by  and  our  collections  continue  to  grow. 
Before  the  European  War  is  over  it  would,  however,  be  idle 
to  discuss  this  point  in  fuller  detail  or  to  attempt  to  collect 
money  for  the  purpose. 
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As  was  stated  in  our  previous  lioporl  a  Eriend  of  i  be  Library 
bad  presented  the  Library  capital  with  a  gifl  of  Rs.  6,000  bo  be 
invested  in  the  construction  of  a  light  building  on  the  T.  S. 
Headquarters'  compound  and  its  subsequent  exploitation  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Library.  This  building  has  now  been  finished 
and  IS  rented  out.  The  first  few  months  of  income  by  rent  will 
have  to  be  expended  again  for  certain  improvements  in  the 
building,  but  in  the  course  of  the  opening  year  this  new  Library 
property  should  bring  in  some  substantial  profit. 

The  Library  has  reserved  two  rooms  in  the  new  building 
for  its  own  much-needed  use  as  store-rooms.

(a)  Books  purchased  for  the  Western  Section. — During  the 
past  year  my  policy  has  been  to  limit  as  much  as  possible  the 
purchase  of  printed  books,  which  may  always  be  ordered  at 
any  required  moment,  and  rather  to  concentrate  on  the  purchase 
of  Sanskrit  MSS.  which  often  are  offered  to  us  as  an  unrepeated 
chance  which — once  missed — cannot  be  made  good  later  on. 
So,  apart  from  some  continuations  and  completions,  together 
with  a  few  reference  books>  the  list  of  our  purchases  is  far 
smaller  than  last  year.

(b)  Books  presented  to  the  Western  Library. — As  usual 
Mrs.  Besant  presented  us  with  a  number  of  books,  and  the 
other  accustomed  donors,  such  as  the  Editor  of  The  Thevsophist, 
the  Manager  of  the  Theosophical  Publishing  Society, 
Mr.  C.  R.  L.  E.  Harvey,  Mr.  C.  Jinarajadasa  and  Mr.  C.  W. 
Leadbeater,  appeared  again  with  their  liberal  gifts. 

One  splendid  gift  was  received  from  the  Blavatsky  Lodge 
in  Bombay.  They  gave  us  the  choice  out  of  a  large  collection 
from  which  we  ultimately  retained  84  books  and  219  pamphlets, 
the  latter  mostly  on  vegetarianism,  the  natural  life,  hygiene, 
etc. — a  very  useful  collection.

In  all  85 
volumes  were  bought  for  the  Mas tern  Section,  mostly  Sanskrit 
works,  completing  series,  but  also  including  ;l  small  collection 
of  modern  Tamil  literature,    No  titles  need  special  mention. 

(d)  Book*  presented  to  the  Hasten/  Section. — These  totalled 
73  and  were  mainly  in  Sanskrit  with  a  fair  sprinkling  of  works 
in  various  Indian  vernaculars.  Mr.  C.  Jinarajadasa  was  the 
main  donor  in  this  Section. 

Number  of  Books 

Energetic  work  at  arrears,  during  the  last  few  years,  by 
continued  and  systematic  registration,  stamping,  cataloguing  and 
numbering  of  all  such  old  books  as  had  not  been  sufficiently  dealt 
with  before,  enables  us  now  for  the  first  time  to  make  a  tolerably 
correct  estimate  of  the  number  of  books  in  our  Western  Section. 

At  the  present  moment  we  possess  about  15,000  volumes 
(units  between  two  covers,  of  more  than  64  pages)  and  2,600 
pamphlets.  These  numbers  do  not  include  volumes  of  magazines. 
Next  year  we  may  be  able  to  give  their  approximate  number 
which  we  expect  hardly  to  be  below  2,000. 

For  the  Eastern  Section  the  preliminary  estimate  of  printed 
books,  would  be  1,550  units,  counting  works  consisting  of  more 
than  one  volume  and  whole  series  of  magazines  as  one  unit  each. 
In  this  estimate  our  Tibetan,  Chinese  and  Japanese  printed 
books  (about  2,500  volumes)  are  not  included. 

New  Manuscripts 

The  past  year  was  again  one  of  extraordinary  success  in  the 
acquisition  of  new  MSS.  As  usual  they  were  nearly  exclusively 
in  Sanskrit,  the  exception  being  formed  by  a  score  of  Tamil 
MSS. 

The  only  MS.  presented  this  year  was  a  Devanagarl  paper 
MS.  of  Bharatasara,  given  by  Mr.  H.  K.  Mehta  of  Bombay. 
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The  remainder  were  chiefly  collected,  by  our  travelling 
agent,  in  Southern  India,  and  consist  of  13  collections, 
containing  about  550  bundles,  containing  again  710  titles 
(works). 

One  other  collection  was  bought  in  Bombay  through 
the  intermediary  of  one  of  our  Members,  and  amounted 
to  32  bundles,  containing  35  titles  (works)  ;  and  from  various 
sources  a  few  other  MSS.  came  in. 

It  should,  however,  be  remarked  that  this  year  our 
acquisitions  contained  a  large  number  of  stotra  literature,  swelling 
the  number  of  titles  disproportionately  to  the  bulk  of  the  works. 

The  total  number  of  Granthas  covered  by  the  new  acquisi- 
tions of  this  year  may  be  roughly  estimated  at  1,000,000. 

To  our  great  regret  we  are  again  prevented  from  giving 
preliminary  but  exact  indications  concerning  the  more  important 
of  our  acquisitions.  We  are  awaiting  the  return  of  our  Director 
for  that  work,  or  have  to  decide  to  work  out  a  complete  statement 
concerning  all  acquisitions  received  since  his  internment,  a  matter 
involving  some  1,000  titles.  In  the  interest  of  uniformity 
in  treatment,  the  former  would  seem  the  better  plan,  though  the 
delay  caused  by  it  would  constitute  an  argument  in  favour  of 
the  second  plan. 

For  the  moment  it  may  be  sufficient  to  state  that  the  new 
collections  contain  matter  of  first-rate  importance  from  the 
various  points  of  view  of  contents,  script,  age  and  condition. 
The  only  specific  mention  we  make  is  of  a  magnificent  palm 
leaf  manuscript  of  the  108  Upanishads  (minus  the  major 
ones)  in  grantha  script,  the  first  complete  grantha  copy 
in  our  Library.    It  is  dated  1013  Kollam  (Quilon)=A.D.  1838. 

Through  copying  Ave  acquired  this  year  52  new  MSS.  com- 
plete, the  highest  annual  total  as  yet  reached.  4  other  MSS.  are 
still  in  hand.  The  total  of  granthas  copied,  though  not  so  high 
as  the  total  of  153,000  in  1913,  was  exactly  equal  to  the  average 
of  the  last  5  years,  namely  135,000. 

A  most  desirable  advance  was  made  this  year  in  collating. 
The  highest  total  hitherto  reached  of  granthas  collated  in  one 
year  was  that  of  40,000  in  1913.    This  year  it  passed  75,000. 


In  all j  i  In1  acquisitions  of  the  year  through  purchase,  gif I  or 
copying  amounted  to  aboul  635  bundles,  covering  over  800  titles. 

Of  these  roughly  ISO  titles  refer  to  works  of  less  than  100 
granthas;  335  titles  to  works  of  100  1,000  grant  has  and  285 
titles  to  works  of  more  than  1,000,  and  in  a  Few  cases  even  more 
than  10,000  grant  lias. 

It  is  curious  to  note  that  this  increase  is  nearly  exactly  that 
of  our  record  year  of  L913  where  the  totals  were  given  as  047 
bundles  and  about  800  works. 

MS.  Work  in  Hand 

Careful  calculation  has  shown  that  the  further  MSS. 
already  in  hand  for  copying  aggregate  about  170,000  granthas. 
Five  whole-time  copyists  might  terminate  this  work  in  about 
8  to  9  months  at  a  total  cost  of  under  Rs.  1,000. 

The  total  number  of  granthas  awaiting  collation  is  about 
o00,000  ;  a  work  which  could  be  performed  at  a  total  cost  of 
about  Rs.  950  by  6  collators  in  about  10  months. 

It  should  be  our  aim  to  finish  these  tasks  during  the  year 
now  lying  before  us,  so  as  to  be  prepared  to  cope  with  any 
sudden  demand  for  copying  and  collation  which  the  chances  of 
MS. -hunting  may  at  any  moment  put  to  us. 

Staff  and  Woek  Done  (Except  Editorial) 

As  usual  the  work  done  during  the  year  was  in  the  Eastern 
Section  performed  by  the  permanent  salaried  staff,  whilst  in  the 
Western  section  the  main  work  was  done  by  voluntary  and 
temporary  assistants.  Dr.  Schrader's  absence  materially  ham- 
pered the  more  strictly  Orientalistic  activities  of  the  Library. 

Eastern  Section. — Pandit  Ramanujacarya  was  during 
the  year  almost  entirely  engaged  in  editorial  work  on  the 
Ahirbudhnya-Samhita,  and  went  on  tour  in  South  India 
from  May  28th  to  June  18th  to  examine  and  report  upon  certain 
MSS.  From  the  13th  November  till  into  the  new  year  he  went 
on  a  second  tour  in  the  Trichinopoli  district  to  collect  MSS. 
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Pandit  S.  K.  Ramanatha  Sastri  was  till  the  31st  of 
January  engaged  in  cataloguing  work.  After  that  date  he  left 
us  to  accept  a  post  of  travelling  Pandit  for  the  Government 
Oriental  MSS.  Library  in  Madras.  In  him  we  lost  a  valued 
worker  and  a  good  servant  of  the  Library. 

Pandit  X.  Ramanatha  Sfastri  was  mainly  engaged  in 
cataloguing  work  but  did  also  some  collating  and  helped  to 
prepare  lists  of  new  MSS.  offered  for  sale. 

Pandit  K.  Gopalaiyer  was  also  mainly  engaged  in  routine 
work  in  connection  with  the  catalogue  and  the  classification 
of  new  MSS.  From  June  22nd  to  July  11th  he  went  on  tour  in 
the  South,  bringing  back  some  MSS. 

A  new  copyist,  T.  R.  Seshadri  Sarma,  has  been  given  a 
permanent  appointment  ;  he  has  given  considerable  satisfaction 
and  possesses  good  calligraphic  qualities. 

A  pair  of  collators  has  also  been  appointed  to  endeavour  to 
expedite  the  clearing  up  of  the  immense  arrears  (500,000 
granthas)  of  collating  work ;  they  have  not  proved  very 
satisfactory  as  one  of  the  two  has  been  constantly  suffering  from 
ill-health.  A  second  pair  was  engaged  a  few  days  after 
the  end  of  our  book  year  and  has  done  very  well  since. 

Western  Section. — Mr.  W.  A.  Cates  has  again  proven  himself 
an  invaluable  asset  in  all  branches  of  the  Library  routine  work 
and  has  put  in  another  year  of  brilliant  work.  He  has 
maintained  his  place  as  our  chief  Assistant  in  the  Western 
Section  and,  amongst  other  substantial  work,  gathered  together 
the  materials  for  Vol.  I  of  our  projected  printed  subject 
catalogue  which  is  to  contain  the  Generalia :  Cyclopaedias 
and  other  alphabetical  Reference  books  ;  Bibliographies  ;  Annu- 
als ;   Series;  Journals;  Dictionaries  and  Grammars. 

Mrs.  C.  W.  Godefroy  is  nearing  the  end  of  her  labours 
in  {lie  drawing  up  of  an  analytical  scheme  for  the  classification 
of  Oriental  literal  are. 

Mr.  A.  Siva  Row  has  almost  finished  the  final  revision  of  his 
detailed  index  to  the  first  35  volumes  of  The  Theosophist.  He 
also  incidentally  assisted  with  zeal  and  capacity  in  various 
current  Library  activities. 
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Mr.  Thomas  Prime,  a  valued  assistanl  of  Long  standing, 
who  has  done  especially  useful  work  in  connection  with  on* 
press  cutting  department,  has  taken  up  other  worlc  and 
has,  to  our  regret,  become  lost  to  us  let  us  hope  only 
temporarily  so. 

As  to  the  work  (lone  in  the  Western  Section,  ii  included, 
beyond  work  already  mentioned,  the  registration  and  stamp- 
ing of  6,486  old  books  which  had  never  been  properly  dealt 
with  before,  further  the  stamping  of  2,000  other  books,  and 
finally,  rhe  registration,  stamping  and  numbering  of  693  new 
books  and  587  pamphlets  (some  old  ones).  [Each  book  is 
stamped  in  3  places  and  in  addition  on  every  plate  or  picture 
not  in  the  text].  Also  3,500  catalogue  cards  and  500  subject 
slips  were  written,  a  shelf  register  for  over  4,000  books  in 
Room  No.  2  was  made ;  all  subject  slips  referring  to  books 
in  the  same  room  were  shelf-numbered,  the  books  themselves 
labelled,  and  the  whole  of  Room  No.  2  arranged  according  to  an 
experimental  classification  under  about  70  different  headings 
with  printed  labels  attached  to  each  shelf.  Nearly  all  this 
work  was  effected  by  Mr.  Cates,  while  Mr.  Prime  assisted 
in  the  numbering  of  the  slips. 

General. — Some  systematic  mending  of  torn  books  and  other 
slight  repairs  were  undertaken  on  the  premises. 

Some  progress  was  made  with  the  arrangement  of  photo- 
graphs, addresses,  maps,  diagrams,  circulars,  leaflets,  etc.,  in 
portfolios  in  the  Archives  Section. 

An  important  activity  was  the  picking  out  and  arranging 
as  a  separate  collection  of  all  autograph  books  on  the  shelves. 
Some  750  volumes — mostly  with  autographs  from  or  regarding 
H.  P.  B.,  Colonel  Olcott,  Mrs.  Besant,  Mr.  Leadbeater,  and 
other  celebrities  in  and  outside  the  Theosophical  Society — 
have  thus  been  gathered  together  and  they  constitute  a  collection 
not  only  of  great  interest  but  of  considerable  historical  value. 

Notwithstanding  all  the  work  performed  in  the  Western 
Section,  still  plenty  remains  to  be  done  there,  and  2  or  3  whole- 
time  workers  can  still  find  ample  scope  for  their  energies, 
especially  if  they  do  not  shun  mechanical  work. 
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Editorial  Wobk 

The  Ahirbudhnya-Samhita  progressed  during  the  year  as  far 
as  it  could  before  Dr.  Schrader'.s  return.  The  text  (664-  pages) 
and  two  Sanskrit  prefaces  have  been  struck  off.  The  title 
pages,  list  of  contents,  etc.,  are  in  type.  The  only  thing  for 
which  we  are  waiting  is  the  elaborate  English  preface  by 
Dr.  Schrader  which  is  ready  in  outline  but  which  cannot  be 
given  to  the  printer  without  his  adding  the  finishing  touches  on 
the  spot  with  the  help  of  the  material  in  the  Library.  It  is  a 
great  pity  that  the  publication  of  this  important  work  should 
be  so  long  delayed.  We  hear  that  Dr.  Schrader  is  further 
actively  preparing  for.  publication  the  translation  of  the 
Samnyasa  Upanishads  of  which  he  issued  the  text  in  1912. 

Binding 

This  year  we  have  been  able  to  bind  632  books  and  1,284 
pamphlets,  which  is  a  serious  fall  off  as  regards  books  in  com- 
parison with  the  two  foregoing  years.  The  Vasanta  Press  has 
not  been  able  to  cope  with  more  this  year,  for  various  reasons, 
but  we  have  as  usual  to  thank  Mr.  A.  K.  Sitarama  S'astri,  the 
Superintendent,  for  his  constant  goodwill  and  co-operation. 

The  War  has  caused  an  increase  in  prices  of  binding 
material  great  enough  to  make  us  feel  the  appreciable  difference 
in  binding  costs. 

In  addition  to  the  two  styles  of  ordinary  binding  hitherto 
used  for  the  Library — full  legal  buckram  for  books  of  over  64 
pages  (so-called  "  books  ")  and  boards  for  publications  of  less 
than  64  pages  (so-called  " pamphlets") — we  have  now  introduced 
a  third  way  of  binding — boards  with  buckram  back — for  publi- 
cations not  yet  fully  "  books  "  or  as  such  of  little  importance, 
yet  more  substantial  than  the  ordinary  '•pamphlet". 

Museum 

Our  collection  of  curios  and  art  istic  objects  was  enriched 
with   a  number  <»i'  mementoes  of  rJ  neosophical  functions,  such  as 
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silver  trowels,  gilt  keys,  etc.  Special  mention  should  be  made 
of  a  most  artistically  wrought  miniature  trowel,  bejewelled  and 
ornamented,  presented  by  Mr.  ('.  \\  .  Leadbeater,  to  whom  in 
turn  it  had  been  presented  by  the  Sydney  Lodge  on  t lie  occasion 
of  the  laving  of  the  foundation-stone  of  it  s  new  Headquarters. 

Shelying,  Lighting  and  Furniture 

Stack  room  No.  3  is  now  wholly  shelved  and  contains  about 
700  feet  of  shelf-space.  Brass  numbers  and  letter  plates  were 
made  for  all  book-cases  in  Rooms  2  and  8  and  for  all  the  doors 
of  Rooms  1,  2,  and  o.  At  the  same  time  all  keys  of  doors  and 
furniture  were  put  on  rings  with  bone  tags  bearing  identification 
numbers.  Adequate  furniture  and  room  keyboards  were  made 
and  put  up  in  the  office.  Room  3  received  electric  light  (8 
lamps)  and  all  the  library  rooms  were  linked  to  our  own  special 
current  meter.  The  brass  rods  running  through  the  cards  in 
our  catalogue  cabinets  (240  rods)  were  all  threaded  and  made 
to  screw  in  at  the  back  of  the  drawers  to  prevent  the  public 
from  lifting  out  cards.  About  432  metal  book-rests  (Japanned 
black)  were  bought  and  distributed  over  the  various  rooms  ; 
also  4  dozen  solid  rosewood  paper-weights  with  the  Library 
initials  painted  on  them.  All  these  various  items  were 
furnished  by  the  estate  workshops  at  a  very  low  price  and  of 
excellent  make.  Some  waste-paper  baskets  and  additional 
chairs  were  added.  Some  benches  to  carry  books  and  papers 
were  made  for  the  new  store  rooms  in  the  Adyar  Library 
Bungalow  referred  to  under  the  heading  of  finance.  As  usual 
some  office  requisites  were  bought,  renewed  or  added. 

Bookworm 

Lately  a  recrudescence  of  attacks  by  bookworms  has  been 
noticed  which  menaces  us  with  a  dangerous  spread  of  these 
destroyers  and  which  calls  for  drastic  action.  After  careful 
consideration  steps  have  been  taken  to  attack  the  enemy  by 
spraying  with  a  liquid  solution  of  formaldehyde.  The  coming 
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year  will  probably  teach  us  the  measure  of  efficacy  of  this 
remedy. 

Catalogue 

Preparations  have  been  made  for  the  issue  of  Vol.  I  of  a 
printed  subject  catalogue.  This  first  Volume  is  to  contain  all 
reference  books,  serials,  and  other  general  matter.  It  is  hoped 
that  its  publication  may  take  place  during  the  year. 

Lending  of  Books  and  MSS. 

During  the  year  some  MSS.  were  lent  out,  and  a  greater 
number  of  requests  for  the  loan  of  printed  books  came  in.  For 
the  latter  our  rule  is  not  to  send  out  printed  books.  Compromises 
were,  however,  made  in  special  cases  and  with  the  growth  of  our 
Institution  and  the  greater  acquaintance  of  the  public  with 
its  existence  and  resources  the  lending  rules  may  perhaps  be 
profitably  revised.  At  the  present  we  have,  however,  neither 
the  staff,  nor  the  room,  nor  the  money  to  introduce  lending 
as  a  regular  principle  of  our  Library,  except  in  cases  of  direct 
practical  service  to  scholarship. 

Exchanges 

For  the  past  year  we  may  repeat  what  we  said  in  our 
previous  report  concerning  the  definite  entry  of  our  Library 
into  exchange-relations  with  a  great  number  of  other  Libraries 
throughout  the  world.  We  sent  a  copy  of  our  last  report  to 
about  200  other  Libraries,  with  a  request  to  be  entered  on  their 
exchange-list.  A  very  cordial  and  ready  response  to  this 
request  was  given  by  about  60  Libraries,  and  in  many  cases  the 
Officers  of  these  Institutions  gave  most  valued  expression  to 
their  fraternal  interest  and  goodwill,  in  many  cases  presenting 
us  in  addition  with  their  sundry  publications,  often  of  intrinsic 
value.  VVre  hereby  beg  to  tender  our  hearty  thanks  to  these 
friendly  colleagues  and  to  point  out  how  important  such 
valuable  co-operation  is  for  us,  situated  as  we  are  in  a  fairly 
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remote  corner  of  tin*  world,  far  from  the  foci  of  civilisation's 
intellect  ual  act  ivity.

Subject-Index  of   Works  on  Political  Economy,  Industries, 
Commerce  and  Finance  in  the  Imperial  Library. 

Pules  for  compiling  the  Catalogues  of  Printed  Books,  Maps, 
etc.,  in  the  Imperial  Library. 

Exchange-relations  with  enemy  countries  were  of  course 
impossible  during  the  year,  which  accounts  for  the  decrease  of 
125  of  Reports  sent  out  and  of  15  of  Reports  received. 

We  have  reprinted  a  few  of  our  old  Annual  Reports  for 
the  benefit  of  some  Librarians  who  asked  us  for  a  complete 
set  of  them.  Thus  our  Reports  from  the  20th  (1906)  onwards,  to 
date,  are  now  available  for  distribution,  and  at  the  disposal  of 
those  who  ask  for  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  ADYAR  LIBRARY 

To  the  President,  T.8. — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Adyar  Library  for  the  year  1916.  This  is 
the  thirtieth  year  of  its  existence  in  its  two  sections,  Eastern 
and  Western,  the  ceremony  of  the  formal  opening  of  the 
Library  in  its  Oriental  department  having  taken  place  during 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Theosophical  Society  held  at  the 
end  of  December  1886.  During  this  period  of  its  growth  and 
development,  which  may  be  said  to  constitute  its  first  genera- 
tion, the  Library  has  passed  through  several  vicissitudes  in  the 
matters  of  finance,  management,  direction  and  administration  ; 
but  the  net  result  of  the  operations  redounds  to  the  credit  of 
the  genius  of  its  founder  and  his  worthy  successor.  At  the 
present  stage  it  is,  in  its  Oriental  section,  as  good  as  any  in 
India,  and  in  some  departments  of  Oriental  literature,  such 
as  Upanisads,  Agamas,  Orientalistic  Magazines,  it  even  excels 
all  the  rest. 

Changes  in  the  Staff 

The  year  that  lies  behind  us  is  remarkable  for  several 
material  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Library  Staff. 
Dr.  Schrader,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Director  of  the 
Library  on  28th  November,  1905,  was  interned  as  a  German 
subject  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1914,  and  remains  interned 
even  to  this  day.  Though  during  this  period  of  internment  he 
could  do  little  or  nothing  as  Director  of  the  Library,  he  has  been 
afforded  some  facilities,  as  far  as  the  strict  conditions  of  mili- 
tary internment  allowed,  to  continue  a  part  of  the  literary  work 
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he  was  doing  for  the  Library.  His  connection  with  the  Library 
has  ceased  altogether  since  July  last,  when  I  took  charge  of  the 
direction  of  the  whole  Library  as  its  Director.  Mr.  Johan  van 
Manen,  whose  connection  with  the  Library  began  in  1909 
and  who  was  doing  duty  as  Assistant  Director,  also  left 
Adyar  in  September  last.  A  third  important  functionary, 
Mr.  W.  A.  Cates,  Chief  Assistant  in  the  Western  Section  of  the 
Library,  who  has  done  very  strenuous  work  in  arranging  and 
cataloguing  that  Section,  has  also  left  us  this  month.  The  Head 
Pandit  also,  M.  D.  Ramanujacarya,  has  been  absent  on  leave 
since  September  last ;  and  as  he  has  taken  up  a  professor's  place 
in  a  Vaisnava  Sanskrit  College  in  Oudh,  there  is  little  or 
no  chance  of  his  coming  back  to  the  Library  on  the  expiry  of 
the  six  months'  leave  granted  to  him  without  pay.  Thus  all 
the  four  senior  members  of  the  Staff  have  vacated  their 
places  within  a  few  months  of  one  another,  and  the  continuity 
of  the  work  would  have  quite  broken  but  for  the  fact 
that  I  have  come  here  fresh  from  the  same  field  of  work  in 
Mysore,  where  I  laboured  hard  for  twenty-five  years  as  Curator 
of  the  Oriental  Library  and  also  as  officer  in  charge  of  the 
Public  Library.  As  these  several  functionaries  have  left  the 
Library  not  all  of  a  sudden  but  gradually  one  after  another,  I 
was  able  to  gather  the  several  threads  of  the  Library  work  into 
my  hands  from  theirs  without  any  dislocation,  and  I  am  now  in  a 
position  to  continue  all  the  lilies  of  the  work  from  where  these 
have  severally  left  it,  as  well  as  start  new  lines  with  the  help  of 
the  experienced  junior  assistants  and  the  new  scholars  engaged 
to  replace  the  old. 

It  will,  I  trust,  not  be  out  of  place  to  record  here  a  general 
estimate  of  the  services  these  have  rendered  to  the  Library. 
By  his  diligent  search  for  manuscripts  and  the  several  tours 
he  himself  made  in  the  early  years  of  his  service,  as  well  as 
by  the  tours  of  the  Pandits  organised  by  him,  Dr.  Schrader  was 
able  to  enrich  the  whole  collection  of  Sanskrit  MSS.,  especially 
in  the  sections  relating  to  Upanisads  and  Agamas  of  the 
Paficaratra  school,  so  much  so  that  the  manuscript  wealth  in 
these  two  sections  of  Sanskrit  literature  forms  a  distinguishing 
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feature  of  the  Adyar  Library.    Among1  the  publications  of  the 
Library  due  to  his  labours  arc: 

1.  A  Preliminary  Classified  List  of  Sanskrit,  and  Prakrit 
Manuscripts. 

2.  A  Descriptive  Catalogue  of  Upanisad  section  of  San- 
skrit Manuscripts. 

8.  A  Critical  Edition  of  the  SamnySsa  Upanisads. 

4.  A    Critical    Edition    of   the  Sanskrit  text  of  Ahir- 
budhnya-Samhita,  an  important  work  of  the  Pancaratra  school. 

5.  A  companion  volume  to  the  above — An  Introduction 
(in  English)  to  the  Pancaratra  and  the  Ahirbudhnya-Samhita. 

These  publications,  both  as  regards  their  subject-matter 
and  manner  of  their  edition  and  general  get-up,  do  credit  to  the 
scholarship  and  critical  acumen  of  Dr.  Schrader  and  his  chief 
Sanskrit  Assistant ;  and  the  last  two  publications  certainly,  in 
the  words  of  Mr.  J.  van  Manen,  "  enhance  the  renown  of  the 
Adyar  Library  and  constitute  a  fit  conclusion  to  his 
(Dr.  Schrader's)  eleven  years'  tenure  of  office  as  Director  of 
the  Adyar  Library". 

Mr.  J.  van  Man  en's  work  in  the  Library  is  only  next  to 
Dr.  Schrader's  in  importance,  and  his  out-turn  of  work  proves 
him  to  be  an  enthusiastic  bibliophile  and  experienced  student  of 
the  Science  of  Libraries.  His  special  knowledge  of  Tibetan  and 
Chinese  literature  and  his  zeal  in  securing  Tibetan  and 
Chinese  works  proved  of  immense  value  to  the  Library.  The 
administration  of  the  Western  Section  with  which  he  was 
entrusted  was  admittedly  marked,  year  after  year,  by  an  increas- 
ing introduction  of  method.  He  acted  as  Director  whenever 
Dr.  Schrader  was  absent  from  Adyar  on  tour,  and  during  his 
internment  as  prisoner  of  war.  Among  the  outstanding  features 
of  his  work,  as  Assistant  Director,  may  be  mentioned  :  (1)  The 
large  number  of  reference  works,  sets  of  journals  of  the  learned 
societies  and  bibliographies,  which  have  been  added  to  the 
Library,  as  well  as  the  many  works  upon  Philosophy, 
Psychology,  and  Linguistics  ;  (2)  the  complete  reorganisation  of 
the  Pamphlet  section  and  of  the  Magazine  section ;  (3)  the 
acquisition  and  equipment  of  two  entire  stockrooms  holding  over 
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sixty  book-cases,  each  with  eight  4  ft.  shelves ;  (4)  the  wiping 
out  of  accumulated  arrears  of  bookbinding  j  (5)  the  commence- 
ment of  an  archives  department  j  (6)  the  opening  up  of  relations 
with  other  Libraries  all  over  the  world  by  means  of  our  Annual 
Report,    a   branch  of  work  of  rapidly  growing  importance. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Cates  had  no  mean  share  in  all  the  work  connect- 
ed with  the  Western  Section,  wherein  he  was  the  Chief  Assistant. 
The  whole  success  in  this  Section  is  due  to  the  laborious  days 
and  nights  of  voluntary  work  devoted  by  him  for  over  three  and 
a  half  years.  During  the  last  month  or  two  of  his  stay  with  us 
I  found  him  particularly  hard  at  work  with  a  view  to  clearing 
off  arrears  and  bringing  the  work  up  to  date  j  so  that  he  left 
Adyar  with  the  happy  realisation  of  his  much  cherished 
ambition.  He  took  much  pains  to  train  Mr.  R.  Nammiah  in  all 
the  details  of  routine  relating  to  his  own  work  in  the  Western 
Section.  In  him  the  Library  has  lost  an  intelligent,  painstaking*, 
and  loyal  assistant,  who  knew  his  business  thoroughly  well  and 
executed  it  with  remarkable  efficiency. 

Pandit  M.  D.  Ramanujacarya,  as  Head  Pandit  of  the 
Library,  was  the  chief  collaborator  of  Dr.  Schrader  in  the 
Sanskrit  editorial  work,  especially  in  connection  with  the 
Ahirbudhnya-Samhita,  and  his  share  of  work  in  this  regard  was 
duly  acknowledged  by  the  late  Director  on  several  occasions. 
It  will  be  a  matter  for  regret  if  the  Library  should  lose  the 
services  of  this  experienced  and  capable  Pandit  on  the  expiry 
of  the  period  of  his  leave. 

The  Report  for  1916  relates  mostly  to  the  work  done 
by  the  outgoing  members  of  the  superior  staff  who  were 
responsible  for  the  administration  and  literary  work  in  the 
several  sections  of  the  Library.  Though  I  had  taken  official 
charge  of  the  Library  in  the  third  week  of  July  last,  several 
items  of  work  in  the  different  sections  had  to  run  on 
their  old  lines  till  they  reached  completion.  Fortunately, 
all  the  several  works  undertaken  by  the  outgoing  members  of 
the  Staff  were  completed  before  the  close  of  the  Library  year, 
leaving  me  free  to  start  work  on  my  own  lines  from  the  beginning 
of  the  new  year. 
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Finance 

The  finances  are  much  in  the  same  depressed  condition  as 
m  llie  Last  year,  owing  bo  the  continuance  of  the  great  war, 
which  absorbs  most  of  the  private  as  well  as  of  the  public 
resources.  A  large  pari  of  the  expenses  required  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  activities  in  various  directions,  excepting 
payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Library  Staff,  has  to  be  met  by 
donations  from  friends  of  the  Library.  During  the  year  a 
small  amount  only  has  been  received  in  the  shape  of  donations, 
and  the  small  rent  for  the  building  which  was  erected 
last  year  by  the  munificence  of  a  friend  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Library,  has,  owing  to  war  conditions,  become  still 
smaller,  the  business  of  the  co-operative  stores  located 
in  the  building  having  slackened  owing  to  the  war 
conditions  of  trade.  The  upkeep  of  the  Library's  activities, 
maintained  at  their  usual  level  under  these  conditions,  has 
entailed  a  large  deficit  in  the  budget  of  the  year,  which  has  to 
be  met  for  the  time  from  the  capital  amount  of  the  Library 
endowment.  An  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  deficit  may  be 
gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  normal  level  of  the  annual 
budget  works  out  at  about  Rs.  15,000  on  the  side  of  expenditure, 
whereas  the  income  in  the  shape  of  interest  on  the  endowment 
fund,  rents  and  the  annual  contribution  from  the  Theosophical 
Society,  does  not  amount  to  much  more  than  Rs.  6,500  per  annum. 
For  the  present  we  have  to  live  in  the  hope  that  this  deficit 
will  be  more  than  made  up  on  the  cessation  of  the  war,  when 
donations  may  flow  in  more  largely  and  in  ampler  proportions. 

Eastern  Section 

Additions  to  the  Library. — -During  the  year  367  volumes 
of  printed  books  and  615  manuscript  works  have  been 
added.  The  MSS.  purchased  were  almost  all  collected 
for  the  Library  by  Pandit  R.  Anantakrsna  Sastri,  who 
was  once  a  Pandit  Librarian  in  this  Library.  Of  the 
printed    volumes,    165   were  acquired  by  purchase  and  202

were  presented  by  the  several  publishing  agencies  and 
other  friends  of  the  Library,  among  whom  Mr.  B.  P.  Wadia  of 
the  T.P.H.  requires  special  mention.  All  the  MSS.  except  two 
were  acquired  by  purchase.  The  two  MSS.  presented  came  from 
His  Holiness  Ayodhya  Raman  uja  Jiyar  of  Hyderabad.  Besides 
the  old  MSS.  thus  acquired  by  purchase  and  presenta- 
tion, 37  old  manuscript  works  were  transcribed,  to  the  extent 
of  102,569  Grranthas.  Detailed  descriptions  of  all  noteworthy 
MSS.  among  those  collected  during  the  recent  years,  includ- 
ing the  year  under  review,  will  be  separately  published. 

Tour. — Only  one  tour  was  made  during  the  year  in  search  of 
MSS.  Pandit  Gopalaiyer  got  74  MSS.  from  Sayanapuram 
(Ponneri  Taluk,  Chingleput  District).  Most  of  these  MSS. 
relate  to  the  Dvaita  system  of  Vedanta. 

Cataloguing. — Though  there  are  index  cards  under  titles  and 
authors  for  nearly  all  the  works  in  the  Eastern  Section,  printed 
and  manuscript,  there  remains  much  to  be  done  by  way  of 
cataloguing  them  under  proper  subject-heads.  The  absence  of 
such  catalogues  has  caused  no  small  inconvenience  both  to  the 
Library  officials  and  to  the  visitors.  This  want  was  keenly  felt 
by  me  when  I  began  work  in  the  Eastern  Section,  with  a  view 
to  bringing  the  collection  of  Sanskrit  printed  works  up  to  date. 
I  at  once  set  the  Pandits  to  work,  for  supplying  this  want,  and 
the  work  is  nearing  completion.  There  still  remains  to  be  done 
a  more  important  work — the  preparation  of  descriptive 
catalogues  of  all  sections  of  Sanskrit  MSS.  Dr.  Schrader 
published  a  descriptive  catalogue  of  the  Upanisad  section  of 
MSS.  as  it  was  in  1908.  A  very  rough  and  meagre  description 
of  MSS.  was  attempted  about  ten  years  ago,  but  was  not 
completed.  The  work  has  been  again  taken  up.  It  is  intended 
to  prepare  first  a  preliminary  descriptive  catalogue  giving  a 
few  necessary  details  of  information  about  the  MSS.,  and  then 
to  follow  it  up  with  fully  descriptive  catalogues.  The  two 
Pandits  recently  entertained  are  mostly  engaged  in  this  work. 
It  will  be  so  pushed  on  that  an  up-to-date  classified  subject- 
catalogue,  at  least  of  all  the  Sanskrit  MSS.,  may  be  available  for 
reference  in  the  course  of  the  current  year. 
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Editorial  Work.  The  edition  of  Aliirbudhnya-Samhita,  on 
which  Dr.  Schrader  and  Pandit  Raman  a  j  Scary  a  were 
engaged  for  sonic  years  past,  was  published  in  two 
volumes  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  By  the  time  I 
took  charge  of  the  Library,  the  Sanskrit  text  had  been 
published  and  Dr.  Schrader's  English  Introduction  was 
in  the  press.  Further  editorial  work  in  the  Library  has  to  be 
directed  in  the  two  lines  to  which  Dr.  Schrader  has  in  a  way 
committed  the  Library.  He  first  projected  a  critical  edition  of 
all  the  Minor  Upanisads,  and  issued  only  one  costly  volume 
containing  a  well  edited  Sanskrit  text  of  what  he  called  the 
Samnyasa  Upanisads,  which  makes  up  only  one-tenth  of  the 
projected  work.  There  he  left  the  work  on  the  Upanisads  and 
took  up  the  editing  of  the  texts  of  the  Pancaratra  Agama. 
Three  costly  volumes  of  Ahirbudhnya-Samhita  have  been 
published  and  a  partial  collection  has  been  made  of  manu- 
script materials  for  the  publication  of  more  texts  of  the  same 
system.  To  continue  these  lines  of  publication  work  in  the 
same  style  will  entail  a  heavy  drain  on  the  now  slender 
resources  of  the  Library.  I  am  thinking  as  to  how  the  work 
on  the  projected  lines  may  be  continued  without  stretching  the 
finances  of  the  Library  beyond  the  point  of  recovery.  I  have 
in  the  meanwhile  taken  up  a  critical  edition  of  a  small  section 
of  the  Mahabharata  known  as  Narayamya,  which  is  closely 
related  to  the  Pancaratra  recension  of  Vaidic  Religion.  It 
moreover  embodies  the  sacred  tradition  of  SVetadvipa  (the 
White  Island)  and  its  Hierarchy,  and  has  therefore  a  special 
interest  for  the  members  of  the  Theosophical  Society,  most  of 
whom  believe  the  Society  to  have  been  founded  by  that 
Hierarchy.  A  detailed  study  of  the  section  will  further  illumine 
many  a  dark  point  in  the  Vaidic  doctrine. 

Staff  and  Work  Done. — As  has  been  already  noticed 
Pandit  M.  D,  Ramanujacarya  has  been  on  leave  without 
pay  for  six  months  since  September  last.  His  work  in  the 
year  consisted  mostly  in  passing  through  the  press  the 
last  few  sheets  of  the  Sanskrit  text  of  Ahirbudhnya- 
Samhita    and   in    gathering    materials  for  a  critical  edition 
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of  some  mure  Pa  near  citric  texts.  He  also  assisted  in  judg- 
ing the  Sanskrit  MSS.  offered  for  sale,  and  in  cataloguing 
them.  The  two  Pandits  appointed  in  his  place  during  his  absence, 
namely,  Pandits  Krsna  S'arma  and  Venkatarama  S'astri,  have 
been  engaged  in  preparing  notices  for  the  projected  descriptive 
catalogues  of  Sanskrit  MSS.  and  in  helping  me  in  collating  the 
Sanskrit  texts  of  the  NarayanTya  section  of  the  Mahabharata. 
Pandits  Gopalaiyer,  N.  Ramanatha  S'astri,  and  S'esadri  Sarma 
have  been  as  usual  engaged  in  preparing  preliminary  lists  of 
MSS.  offered  for  sale  and  cataloguing  and  registering  the 
printed  works  as  well  as  the  MSS.  acquired  for  the  Library. 
The  last  two  Pandits  collated  some  of  the  Sanskrit  transcripts 
with  old  copies  obtained  on  loan  for  the  purpose.

Western  Section 

Additions  to  the  Library —During  the  past  year,  334 
books  and  345  pamphlets  have  been  added  to  the  European 
Section,  while  about  1,450  books  and  622  pamphlets 
have  been  registered,  which,  from  one  cause  or  another, 
had  hitherto  escaped  that  treatment.  This  number  includes 
91  duplicate  books  which  have  been  placed  in  the  Lending 
Library.  Of  the  334  new  books,  35  were  bought,  and  the 
remainder  were  presented  to  the  Library.  Of  the  345  new 
pamphlets,  49  were  bought  and  the  remainder  presented. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  a  complete  sot  of  the  Asiatic 
Quarterly  Review,  from  its  inception  in  1886  down  to  the  year 
1915,  the  Chinese  Repository,  Volumes  I  to  10,  and  the  Asiatic 
Journal,  Volumes  I  to  39,  were  acquired  by  purchase.  These  were 
the  only  noteworthy  accessions  to  the  magazines  during  the  year.

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Cataloguing 

During  the  past  year  a  great  deal  of  analytic  cataloguing 
has  been  undertaken  in  the  European  Section.  Many  collec- 
tions of  essays,  transactions  of  International  Congresses, 
Appendices  to  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, etc.,  have  had  their  contents  completely  catalogued,  each 
article  being  treated  as  though  it  were  a  separate  book.  During 
the  last  three  months  of  the  year  Mr.  R.  Nammiah  has  rendered 
great  assistance  in  this  work. 

An  Index-Catalogue  also  has  been  made  of  Theosophical 
Gnosticism  and  Mysticism,  consisting  primarily  of  every  Index 
in  every  Theosophical  book  written  by  Mrs.  Annie  Besant  and  by 
Mr.  C.  W.  Leadbeater.  For  each  Index-entry  a  card  has  been 
made  ;  and  where  the  book  had  no  Index,  the  contents  were 
used  ;  and  failing  them,  the  Chapter-headings.  These  cards 
were  all  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  in  three  divisions:  (1) 
Saints'  Names,  (2)  Other  Names,  (3)  States  of  Consciousness, 
Doctrines,  etc.  In  this  way,  one  large  composite  Index  was 
formed  from  the  numerous  smaller  indexes.  In  addition  to  the 
works  mentioned,  a  few  selected  works  upon  Mysticism  by  non- 
Theosophical  writers  were  used,  such  as  Evelyn  UnderhilPs 
Mysticism j  Father  Poulain's  Graces  of  Interior  Prayer,  etc. 
etc.  All  oards  made  from  these  books  were  merged  in 
alphabetical  order  with  the  Theosophical  cards.  A  small 
catalogue  of  works  used  in  alphabetical  order  of  authors' 
names,  was  also  put  in  the  forefront  of  the  Index-Catalogue. 
It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  work  at  a  later  date,  until  a  complete 
Index  to  the  subject  has  been  formed.  It  would  be  easy  to  add 
another  60,000  cards  from  Theosophical  works  already  in  the 
Library,  without  drawing  upon  any  magazines.  But  time  was 
limited,  and  after  15,000  cards  had  been  made  it  was  found 
necessary  to  stop  for  the  time  being. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  visit  of  Mme.  A.  Kamensky 
and  Mme.  A.  Pogovsky  (who  are  still  with  us)  to  bring  the 
register  of  Russian  books  up  to  date,  adding  historical  details 
of  the  various;  Russian  Theosophical  Magazines;  to  translate  the 


titles  of  various  Russian  books  in  the  Library;  and  other  work 
of  a  similar  nature.  About  L ,500 reference  cards, and  the  same 
number  of  subject-catalogue  slips  have  been  made  for  reproduc- 
tions of  works  of  art  and  of  architecture,  and  for  references  to 
t'ainous  musicians.  For  works  of  art,  the  name  of  the  artist  was 
catalogued  ;  for  architecture,  the  name  of  the  city,  followed  by 
that  of  the  building  j  for  music,  the  name  of  the  musician.  These 
cards  have  all  been  added  to  the  general  card  catalogue. 

About  4,000  subject-catalogue  slips  for  the  Calcutta  Review, 
and  the  first  40  volumes  of  the  Indian  Antiquary  made  by 
Mrs.  Schrader  a  few  years  ago,  have  been  classified  under  about 
70  different  headings  preparatory  to  being  incorporated  in  the 
subject-catalogue.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  work  of 
cataloguing  magazine  articles  in  the  near  future. 

From  now  onwards,  the  subject-catalogue  entries  will  no 
longer  be  made  on  the  long,  narrow  slips  of  paper  hitherto  used  ; 
but  they  will  be  written  upon  ordinary  catalogue  cards  and 
placed  in  special  cabinets  reserved  for  the  subject-catalogue 
alone.  This  system  is  more  flexible  and  far  more  convenient. 
The  work  in  this  direction  has  already  been  commenced. 

Binding  and  Shelving 

During  the  past  year  538  books  and  magazines  have  been 
bound,  and  913  pamphlets.  All  of  the  magazines  which  used  to 
be  in  the  Main  Room  have  now  been  removed  to  Room  3,  which 
is  reserved  exclusively  for  magazines.  The  volumes  have  now 
been  properly  arranged  on  the  shelves,  sufficient  space  being 
allotted  to  each  magazine  to  allow  for  at  least  10  years'  growth; 
and  there  is  still  room  to  spare  for  other  magazines,  so  that 
this  Section  of  the  Library  is  now  well  accommodated.  The 
magazines  have  also  been  catalogued,  with  the  necessary  cross- 
reference  cards  from  abbreviated  titles.  The  pamphlets,  which 
were  temporarily  placed  in  the  Library  Office,  have  quite 
outgrown  the  available  shelf  space  there,  and  have  been  moved 
to  the  bookcases  in  the  Main  Room  vacated  by  the  magazines. 
This  allows  them  room  for  several  years'  growth. 
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The  shelf  classification  of  books  in  Room  2,  under  96 
different  headings,  which  was  effected  about  two  years  ago,  has 
proved  so  convenient  that  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the  system  to 
the  whole  of  the  books  in  the  Western  Library  at  no  distant 
date.  Meanwhile,  however,  some  of  the  subjects,  such  as 
History,  Biography,  etc.,  have  received  so  many  new  accessions 
that  they  have  outgrown  the  shelf  space  allotted  to  them,  and 
shelves  have  had  to  be  taken  away  from  more  slowly  growing 
subjects  and  given  to  them.  But  this  has  tended  to  scatter 
the  subjects  about  the  room  in  a  manner  not  originally 
intended  j  and,  moreover,  the  limits  even  in  this  direction 
have  now  been  reached ;  and  unless  we  can  get  more 
floor  space  for  additional  bookcases,  it  is  feared  that  the 
classification  of  books  on  the  shelves  will  have  to  be 
temporarily  abandoned,  so  far  as  the  more  rapidly  growing 
subjects  are  concerned.  If  we  could  get  another  room  for  the 
Library  Office,  and  convert  the  existing  office  (Room  1)  into  a 
stock  room  for  the  overflow  books  from  Room  2,  it  would  be 
possible  to  move  all  the  European  books  from  the  Main  Room 
to  Rooms  1  and  2,  merging  them  into  the  existing  classification, 
and  even  perhaps  extending  that  a  little. 

Furniture 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  add  much  new 
furniture  this  year.  Four  new  bookcases,  and  three  new 
catalogue  cabinets  are  the  only  additions  that  call  for 
mention. 

Exchanges 

A  Register  of  International  Library  Reports  has  recently 
been  opened,  containing  the  addresses  of  all  Libraries  and 
Institutions  to  which  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Adyar  Library 
is  sent,  together  with  a  statement,  opposite  each  name,  of  the 
publications  which  have  been  received  during  the  year  in 
exchange,  and  an  index  of  names  at  the  end, 
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About  225  copies  of  the  Annual  Report  of  1 1 » t*  Adyar 
Library  for  191")  were  sent  out  this  year  as  usual,  to 
Libraries  all  over  the  world,  excepl  bo  Germany  and  Austria- 
Hungary,  which  could  no!  be  reached  owing  bo  the  war. 
Fifty-six  Libraries  responded,  Bending  reports,  book  lists, 
bibliographies,  bulletins,  etc.  in  exchange.

Staff  and  Work 

The  whole  of  the  work  detailed  above  is  to  be  credited  to 
the  unremitting  honorary  labours  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Cates,  helped  by 
Mr.  Nammiah,  who  joined  the  staff  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 
Just  before  leaving,  the  former  did  a  very  valuable  piece  of  work, 
for  which  I  cannot  sufficiently  thank  him.  On  his  own  initiative, 
he  compiled  an  office  manual,  recording  therein  the  methods  of 
work  at  present  followed  in  the  Library,  which,  owing  to  local 
conditions  necessarily  differ  in  some  respects  from  those  de- 
scribed in  the  textbooks  on  Library  Economy.  Mr.  Siva  Row 
was  engaged  in  elaborating  his  Index  to  the  first  thirty-five 
volumes  of  The  Theosophist,  making  additions  and  corrections 
suggested  by  a  further  revision  of  the  materials  already  collect- 
ed by  him.  The  work  in  the  Western  Section  which  was 
entrusted  to  Mr.  W.  A.  Cates  will  have  to  be  divided  between 
Mr.  Nammiah  and  Mr.  Siva  Row. 

Library  Publications 

An  important  Adyar  Library  publication — The  Ahir- 
budhnya-Samhita  (2  vols.),  and  Introduction  (1  vol.),  by 
Dr.  F.  0.  Schrader — has  recently  been  issued.  About  80 
presentation  copies  have  been  distributed,  and  about  two  dozen 
copies  sold.  It  has  now  been  decided  to  place  the  sale  of  this 
work  and  of  other  Adyar  Library  publications  previously  issued 
(Minor  Upanisads,  Catalogue  of  Sanskrit  MSS.,  etc.)  in  the 
hands  of  the  T.P.H.,  Adyar,  they  undertaking  to  push  on  the 
sale  by  appropriate  advertising.  It  was  felt  that  the  sale  of  such 
works  was  somewhat  outside  the  scope  of  the  Library,  and  that 
better  results  would  accrue  by  entrusting  it  to  a  well  establish- 
ed House  like  the  T,P.H. 
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Presentation  oj  Books 


On  the  eve  of  his  departure  Mr.  W.  A..  Gates  had,  as  already 
noticed,  to  rearrange  books  in  the  Western  Section  in  order 
that  one  whole  room  may  be  allotted  to  magazines.  In  this 
process  a  number  of  duplicate  and  triplicate  copies  were  removed 
from  the  Main  Library.  About  three  hundred  of  such  volumes 
were  presented  to  the  Brotherhood  Library  located  at 
Royapettah,  Madras.

REPORT  OF  THE  AD  YAH  LIBRARY 

To  the  President,  T.S. — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the 
report  of  the  Adyar  Library  for  the  year  1917,  the  thirty-first 
year  of  its  existence.  The  work  of  the  Adyar  Library  was 
steadily  carried  forward  during  the  year  on  all  lines  except  that 
of  publication.  Owing  to  the  depressed  financial  condition  of 
the  Library,  no  new  publications  of  Sanskrit  texts,  translations 
and  catalogues  as  already  planned  were  taken  in  hand.  Good 
printing  paper  and  other  printing  materials  have  become  so 
scarce  and  their  prices  have  risen  so  high  that  any  such 
publications  would  entail  heavy  expenditure  on  the  Library's 
funds  and  their  net  cost  would  prove  too  heavy  for  the 
purchaser.  Much,  however,  was  done  by  way  of  gathering  and 
preparing  materials  for  the  intended  publications  of  Sanskrit 
texts  and  of  catalogues  in  both  the  eastern  and  the  western 
sections :  the  work  of  collecting  and  collating  manuscripts  of 
Sanskrit  texts  was  pushed  on,  while  catalogues  and  indexes  of 
reference  under  various  heads  in  the  eastern  and  western 
sections  were  compiled  out  of  the  materials  collected  in  this  and 
previous  years  and  made  ready  for  the  press.  Owing  to  the 
much  curtailed  financial  resources,  much  care  had  to  be  exercis- 
ed also  in  the  purchase  of  manuscripts  and  printed  books :  only 
such  books  and  manuscripts  have  been  purchased  for  the  most 
part  as  might  not  become  available  if  the  present  opportunity 
were  missed. 

The  Staff 

There  was  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  in  the 
superior  branch.  The  head-pandit,  D.  Ramanujacharya,  who 
was  on  six  months'  leave  from  September  1916,  did  not  return 
to  duty  in  the  Library  on  the  expiry  of  the  leave.  He  having 
settled  himself  as  a  professor  in  a  Sanskrit  College  at  Ayodhya, 
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his  place  as  head-pandit  in  the  Library  was  filled  up  by  the 
confirmation  of  the  acting  incumbent,  Pandit  Krsna  Sarma, 
Vedanta-S'iromani,  as  first  pandit.  The  other  new  pandit,  T. 
Venkatarama  Sastri,  who  had  been  engaged  on  probation  in  the 
latter  part  of  1916,  was  also  confirmed  as  second  pandit.  Mr.  B. 
Nammiah,  originally  engaged  as  a  part-time  worker  in  the  western 
section,  was,  on  relief  from  his  other  duties,  made  to  work  full- 
time  in  the  same  section.  Except  the  first  Pandit,  Krsna  S^arma, 
who  was  absent  on  sick  leave  for  nearly  two  months,  no  other 
member  in  the  superior  section  of  the  staff  was  absent  from 
duty  for  more  than  a  few  days  in  the  year. 

Eastern  Section 

Two  hundred  and  ten  manuscripts  and  264  printed 
volumes  were  added  to  the  Library  in  this  section  during 
the  year.  Of  the  manuscripts,  33  works  covering  127,000 
granthas  were  new  transcripts  made  specially  for  the 
Library  from  old  manuscripts  kindly  lent  by  the  owners 
for  the  purpose;  17  manuscripts  were  presented  by  some 
friends  of  the  Library ;  and  the  remaining  ones  were  all 
old  manuscripts  of  different  values  purchased  for  the  Library  for 
reasonable  prices.  Of  the  printed  volumes  added  to  the  Library 
1 56  were  presented  by  friends,  while  the  rest,  108  in  number, 
were  acquired  by  purchase.  To  Pandit  B.  Anantakrsna  S'astriar, 
formerly  of  the  Adyar  Library,  through  whose  good  offices  many 
manuscripts  were  got  on  loan  for  transcription  or  got  as  present- 
ations, my  hearty  thanks  are  due,  as  also  to  Mr.  V.  Srmivasa 
Iyer,  of  Triplicane,  who  rendered  the  same  kind  of  help  on  more 
than  one  occasion.  The  printed  volumes  added  this  year  to  the 
Library  include  five  which  were  got  from  the  Baroda  Central 
Library  in  exchange  for  the  publications  of  this  Library.

Search  for  Manuscripts 


During  the  year  two  short  tours  were  made  by  Pandits  K. 
Gopala  Iyer  and  N.  liamanatha  S'astri.  They  catalogued  some 
private  libraries  and  also  negotiated  for  the  purchase  or  trans- 
cription of  some  rare  and  valuable  works.  One  important  result 
of  Pandit  Gopala  Iyer's  tour  may  be  here  mentioned.  He 
persuaded  the  Samnyasin  in  charge  of  the  Upanisad-Brahmen- 
dra  Mutt  at  Conjeeveram  to  grant  permission  to  our  Library 
for  taking  a  copy  of  the  complete  commentary  on  the  one- 
hundred-and-eight  Upanisads  long  known  to  be  deposited  in 
the  manuscript  collection  of  that  Mutt.  Pandit  T.  R.  Sesadri 
S'arma  of  this  Library  was  deputed  to  this  work.  He  has  copied 
nearly  three-fourths  of  the  commentary  in  the  six  months  he 
has  been  at  it.  The  copying  of  the  remaining  portion  and  the 
comparing  of  the  new  copy  with  the  original  may  take  four 
months  more.  The  full  extent  of  the  work  is  estimated  at  50,000 
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granthas.  The  author  of  the  commentary  belongs,  of  course, 
to  the  Advaita  school  of  Vedanta.  But  he  does  not  slavishly 
follow  his  predecessors,  not  even  Sri  S'ankaracharya,  in 
expounding  the  text  of  the  Upanisads.  He  starts  his  comment- 
ary with  an  invocation  to  the  Supreme  Being  for  light  on  the 
teaching  of  the  Upanisads,  offering  himself  as  a  mere  writing 
tool  in  the  hands  of  his  Ista-Devata.  According  to  the 
commentator,  the  108  Upanisads  treat  mainly  of  the  Absolute 
or  Unrelated  Brahman,  as  conceived  in  his  own  way. 

Cataloguing 

The  classified  subject-catalugue  of  Sanskrit  printed  works, 
taken  up  in  1916  was  finished  in  the  year  and  brought  up  to 
date.  The  short  descriptive  notices  of  Sanskrit  Manuscripts  in 
the  Library  were  also  brought  up  to  date  and  were  arranged 
under  proper  subject-heads.  This  laborious  work  took  up  not 
an  inconsiderable  portion  of  my  time  and  almost  the  whole  time 
of  the  first  and  second  pandits.  All  the  descriptive  notices  are 
subjected  to  further  revision  with  a  view  to  arranging  the  whole 
under  proper  main  and  subsidiary  subject-heads  and  in  their 
logical  and  historical  order,  with  indexes  for  ready  reference. 
This  will  enable  the  student  to  know  the  extent  and  measure 
the  value  of  the  literature  available  in  each  of  the  many  branches 
of  Sanskrit  literature.  Out  of  these  materials  is  prepared 
for  immediate  publication  a  catalogue  forming  a  supplemental 
volume  to  the  one  published  in  1908  under  the  title  of  "  A 
preliminary  list  of  Sanskrit  and  Prakrt  Manuscripts  in  the 
Adyar  Library.  " 

Editorial  Work 

Acting  on  a  suggestion  offered  by  the  late  Prof.  Max 
Muller  in  response  to  the  late  Col.  Olcott's  invitation, 
Dr.  Schrader,  late  Director,  projected  a  scheme  for  publishing 
the  canonical  version  of  the  one-hundred-and-eight  Upanisads  in 
Sanskrit  text  and  English  translation  with  necessary  exegetical 
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comments  and  critical  notes.  The  first  volume  containing  the 
Sanskrit  text,  with  notes  and  comments,  of  twenty  Qpanisags, 
all  dealing  with  the  one  subject  of  Samnyasa,  was  published  by 
him  in  1912,  with  a  promise  bo  follow  it  up  soon  with  a  volume 
giving  an  English  rendering  of  the  same.  But  the  Doctor's 
labours  were  soon  diverted  to  the  publication  of  the  Sanskrit 
text  of  Ahirbiulhnyasamhita,  belonging  to  a  quite  different  de- 
partment of  Sanskrit  literature — to  the  one  devoted  mainly  to 
the  system  of  temple-worship.  Since  taking  charge  of  the 
Library,  T  have  resumed  the  work  of  the  Upanisad  publication 
and  have  been  collecting  necessary  materials.  This  work  has 
now  reached  the  stage  where  the  collating  of  MSS.  and  editing 
of  the  texts  with  notes  and  comments  may  safely  be  begun.  The 
Upanisads  treating  of  Yoga  will  next  be  published  in  two  or 
more  volumes  of  a  more  convenient  size  and  price  than  the 
volume  of  the  Samnyasa-Upanisads  already  published,  the 
text  and  the  translation  being  bound  in  separate  volumes. 
It  is  proposed  to  bring  out  the  remaining  Upanisads  in  the 
following  order  of  subjects  treated  of  in  them  :  Yoga,  Pure 
Vedanta,  Vaisnavism,  S'aivism,  tfaktaism  and  Mantra. 

The  edition  of  the  Narayaniya  section  of  the  Mahabharata 
on  which  I  was  engaged  last  year  had  to  be  stopped  for  want  of 
correct  manuscript  originals  for  the  concluding  portion  of  the 
section,  which  treats  of  some  important  points  in  the  SVetadvipa 
(White  Island)  doctrine.  As  I  write  the  report  I  have  come  by 
an  old  tolerably  correct  manuscript  copy  of  the  Moksa-dharma 
section  of  the  S'antiparva  which  contains  at  the  end  the 
Narayaniya  section,  and  I  have  hopes  of  getting  more  copies 
soon,  which  may  ensure  a  correct  edition  of  this  important 
section.  I  was,  however,  more  fortunate  in  the  case  of  the 
edition  of  the  108  Upanisads.  I  was  able  to  secure  by  loan 
and  purchase  several  correct  manuscript  copies,  complete  and 
incomplete,  of  the  original  texts  and  commentaries.  What  may 
be  deemed  as  the  best  luck  that  has  attended  the  undertaking  is 
the  acquisition  of  a  complete  commentary  on  the  108  Upani- 
sads by  Upanisad-Brahma-Yogin  already  referred  to.  Our 
edition  of  the  Upanisads  will  be  enriched  throughout  with/ 
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copious  extracts  from  this  and  other  commentaries  of  recognised 
author  it  y.

Western  Sectton 


Additions  to  the  Library. — Three  hundred  and  thirty-four 
books  and  248  pamphlets  were  added  in  this  section.  Thirty- 
one  old  books,  previously  unregistered  from  one  cause  or 
another,  were  also  added  by  way  of  registration.  These,  with 
six  other  volumes  making  up  37  in  all,  were  placed  in  the 
Lending  Library.  Eighty-six  out  of  the  new  books  and  2 
out  of  the  pamphlets  were  purchased  from  the  Library  funds, 
while  the  rest  were  all  presented  to  the  Library.

Madam  A.  Kamensky,  General  Secretary,  Russian  Section, 
T.S.,  who  was  in  our  midst  in  the  early  months  of  the  year 
rendered  valuable  assistance  by  way  of  posting  the  entries  of 
Russian  books  in  the  Registers,  translating  the  Russian  titles 
of  books  and  magazines  into  English.  With  great  pleasure  I 
acknowledge  the  cheerful  spirit  with  which  she  did  the  whole 
work. 

More  than  3,000  slips  relating  to  Indian  subjects  were 
copied  again  from  the  original  subject-catalogues,  with  a  view 
to  classifying  them  on  a  more  elaborate  and  comprehensive 
plan.  It  is  proposed  to  publish  such  detailed  catalogues  relating 
to  different  subjects,  for  the  special  use  of  students.  After 
Indian  subjects,  the  other  subjects  will  be   taken  up  one  by  one. 

About  1 3,000  long  narrow  slips  of  book  titles,  used  for  sub- 
ject catalogues  till  recently,  have  been  pasted  in  blank  sheets 
under  different  headings  ;  and  as  soon  as  the  remaining  slips  have 
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been  pasted  the  Bheets  will  be  bound  into  volumes  as  usual. 
These  will  Bupplemenl  the  already  existing  subject-catalogue 
volumes,  12  in  number. 

Binding  and  Shelving 

Four  hundred  and  seventy-six  volumes — including  those  of 
independent  works  and  completed  volumes  of  periodical 
magazines — and  205  pamphlets  were  bound  during  the  year. 
Some  200  of  these  were  volumes  in  the  Main  Room  and  the 
Lending  Library,  which  needed  rebinding.  There  are  many 
more  volumes  in  these  sections  to  be  rebound  in  the  course  of 
the  current  year. 

At  the  kind  suggestion  of  Mr.  C.  Jinarajadasa,  a  large  part 
of  the  very  valuable  section  of  the  Library — as  much  of  it  as 
there  was  room  for  in  the  Reading  Room — formerly  located  in 
the  Room  2  which  is  a  little  narrow  and  out-of-the-way,  has 
been  shifted  to  the  Reading  Room.  The  Lending  Library 
section  was  removed  from  the  Reading  Room  to  the  Office  Room. 
By  this  shifting  of  the  books  on  important  subjects  from  the 
Room  2  to  the  Reading  Room  which  is  a  more  conspicuous  place, 
an  important  section  of  the  Library  has  now  been  made  readily 
accessible  to  the  reading  public. 

Furniture 

Five  new  chairs  for  the  Director's  Office  and  the  Reading 
Room,  one  open  shelf  in  the  Eastern  Section,  some  tables  and 
chairs  repaired,  are  all  that  call  for  mention. 

Exchanges 

About  200  copies  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Adyar 
Library  for  1916  were  sent  out  this  year  as  usual  to  Libraries 
all  over  the  world,  except  to  those  in  Germany  and  Austria- 
Hungary  which  could  not  be  reached  owing  to  the  war. 
Thirty-three  Libraries  responded,  sending  reports,  book-lists, 
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bibliographies,  bulletins,  etc.,  in  exchange.  Of  these  libraries 
8  belong  to  the  British  Empire,  21  to  the  United  States,  2  to 
Switzerland,  1  each  fco  South  America,  Holland,  Austria,  Japan, 
and  Italy.

The  index  slips  for  the  contents  of  the  first  35  volumes  of 
The  Theoaophib't  were  revised  and  the  work  of  fair-copying  was 
completed  in  the  case  of  indexes  relating  to  articles ;  and  in  the 
case  of  Indexes  relating  to  the  writers  of  articles,  the  work  was 
brought  up  to  the  alphabetic  letter  "  N."  It  is  hoped  that  the 
remaining  portion  will  be  completed  in  the  course  of  the 
current  year.  Mr.  Siva  Row  who  is  mainly  engaged  in  this 
work  had  also  a  great  share  in  the  analytical  cataloguing  of  the 
articles    in    the    Orientalistic   Journals.    The   main  work  of 
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registering  books  and  pamphlets  and  classifying  the  accessions 
in  the  Western  Section  was  done  by  Mr.  R.  Nammiah  under 
my  supervision.  In  fact  the  whole  general  routine  work 
relating  to  the  Western  Section  and  in  part  the  binding 
department  of  the  Eastern  Section  also  was  attended  to  by 
Mr.  R.  Nammiah.  Between  Messrs.  Siva  Row  and  Nammiah 
with  occasional  outside  help,  the  work  in  the  Western  section 
was  maintained  at  its  normal  level  during  the  year.  1  take  this 
opportunity  of  acknowledging  their  willing  and  intelligent 
discharge  of  the  duties  entrusted  to  them.

THE  ADYAR  LIBRARY 


To  the  President,  T.8. — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  here- 
with my  report  of  the  Adyar  Library  for  the  year  1919.  This 
is  the  thirty-third  year  of  its  existence  as  a  combined  library  of 
Eastern  and  Western  literature.  The  Eastern  Section  was 
formally  opened  in  1886,  while  the  Western  Section  had  been 
in  existence  as  a  slowly  developing  nucleus  even  before  that 
date,  ever  since  the  Theosophical  Society  was  transferred  to 
India  by  the  Founders. 

At  this  stage  in  the  life  of  the  Library  in  its  combined 
aspect  when  it  has  completed  the  definite  period  of  one-third  of 
a  century  of  its  working,  one  is  naturally  inclined  to  go  back  to 
the  time  of  its  inauguration  and  to  reflect  upon  its  growth 
through  all  the  years  that  have  sped  away.  Very  pleasant 
reminiscences  rise  up  in  my  mind,  as  I  am  one  of  the  few 
surviving  members  of  the  Society  who  witnessed  the  unique 
religious  ceremony  of  its  inauguration  in  which  priests  of  all  the 
great  religions  took  part.  I  was  also  in  intimate  touch  with  the 
President-Founder,  Col.  Olcott,  whose  interest  in  the  Library 
was  all-absorbing  and  who  often  invited  my  suggestions  about 
the  working  of  the  Library.  As  a  student  of  Samskrit 
literature  in  its  higher  and  more  serious  aspects,  I  have  been 
watching  the  steady  growth  of  the  library  ever  since  its  found- 
ation, and  I  have  also  had  the  good  fortune  of  being  in  direct 
charge  of  the  Library  since  July,  1916.  It  gives  me  therefore 
no  small  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  in  this  comparatively 
short  period  and  with  very  limited  pecuniary  resources  at  its 
disposal,  it  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  foremost  libraries  of  its 
character  in  the  world.  Not  a  few  of  the  experts  in  the 
Science  of  Libraries  who    have  visited  the  institution  have 
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declared  it  to  be  a  unique  literary  collection,  ranging  over  a 
vast  and  varied  field,  arranged  in  an  up-to-date  system.  In 
point   of   occult   literature  of  various  sorts  its  collection  is 
unrivalled.     It  is   certainly  one    of  the  best  collections  in 
Samskrit  literature  in  manuscript  and  print.     It  is  mostly 
resorted   to  by  research  students  for  works  bearing  on  early 
and  mediaeval  Indian  history.    It  is  specially  rich  in  literature 
relating   to   the    Upanishats,  which  has  received  particular 
attention  from  its  past  and  present  Directors.    There  are  in 
India  few  equally  good  collections  of  works  in  original  and 
translation  relating  to  the  descriptive  accounts,  history,  and 
religions  of  Tibet,  China,  Japan,  Burma,  Siam,  Ceylon  and  other 
countries  in  the  Far  East.    To  help  one  to  form  a  true  estimate 
of  the  attention  and  labour  bestowed  on  the  Library  by  the 
President-Founder  of  the  T.  S.  and  his  worthy  successor  and 
others  concerned  in  the  administration,  I  append  to  this  report 
a  statement  showing  its  present  contents  in  printed  books  and 
MSS.  and  the  literary  output. 

In  the  year  that  is  just  ending  the  work  of  the  Library  in 
all  its  branches  has  been  steadily  carried  forward.  The  several 
catalogues  of  the  Eastern  Section  which  had  been  in  hand  in 
the  previous  year  were  completed  and  are  available  to  the 
visitors  for  reference.  The  editing  of  Samskrit  texts  was 
continued.  The  volume  of  the  Yoga  Section  of  the  one  hundred 
and  eight  Upanishats  was  made  ready  for  the  press,  while  the 
next  volume  of  the  Upanishats  treating  of  what  is  known  as 
pure  Vedanta  was  half  ready.  Thanks  to  the  termination  of 
the  war,  it  has  been  possible  to  resume  in  the  closing  months 
of  the  year,  after  three  years  of  suspense,  the  work  of  printing 
Samskrit  texts.  As  a  result  the  next  year  may  see  the  publi- 
cation of  the  second  volume  of  the  Upanishats  series  and  of 
some  of  the  catalogues  of  the  Eastern  Section. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Library  has  not  materially 
improved.  The  effects  of  the  great  war  are  still  visible  in  the 
absence  of  any  large  donations  to  the  Library  by  its  members 
and  friends  abroad.  The  result  is  that  the  purchase  of  booka 
and  MSS.  has  not  attained  its  normal  level ;  and  certainly  a 
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high  standard  is  expected  of  the  Adyar  Library  which  concerns 
itself  with  a  vast  range  of  the  world-literature. 

With  these  few  words  on  the  general  condition  and  out- 
look of  the  library  I  proceed  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the 
work  done  in  the  year.  As  only  a  short  summary  of  the  work 
for  1918  appeared  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Theosophical 
Society  and  was  not  separately  published,  details  relating  to 
that  year's  work  also  will  be  embodied  in  this  report  which 
mainly  relates  to  1919. 

'Changes  in  the  Staff 


In  the  course  of  the  half  year  that  is  now  coming  to  a  close 
there  has  been  much  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff.  The 
Head  Pandit  Krishna  Sarma  having  been  in  continued  ill  health 
due  to  the  peculiar  climatic  condition  of  Madras  which  did  not 
agree  with  him,  he  was  advised  to  accept  the  offer  of  a  Samskrit 
teacher's  place  in  his  native  province  of  Cochin.  He  left  us 
early  in  July  and  his  work  was  distributed  among  the  remain- 
ing four  pandits.  The  pay  of  the  pandit  thus  released  was 
with  the  approval  of  the  President  utilised  in  raising  the  pay 
of  the  remaining  members  of  the  subordinate  staff.  The 
Library  has  suffered  serious  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Siva  Rao, 
the  Indexer,  and  of  Munisamy,  the  Chief  Attender.  The  latter, 
having  served  the  Library  for  twenty-six  years,  had  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  whereabouts  of  the  contents  of  the  whole 
Library,  catalogued  and  uncatalogued,  and  acted  in  a  way  as 
a  referee  on  all  matters  of  the  Library's  unrecorded  tradition. 
To  add  to  this  loss  Mr.  R.  Nammiah,  the  Classifier  and  Librarian, 
resigned  his  connection  with  the  Library  to  take  up  a  place  in 
the  Government  Oversea  Service  in  Mesopotamia.  By  way  of 
filling  up  these  vacancies  a  Junior  Attender  has  been  appointed 
to  the  vacant  place  among  the  attenders,  and  Mr.  B.  S.  Rama- 
subba  Aiyar,  a  devoted  member  of  the  Theosophical  Society, 
has  been  appointed  Library  Assistant.  The  latter  does  all 
the  clerical  work  that  used  to  be  done  by  Munisamy  and 
Mr.  R.  Nammiah. 
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Work  of  the  Staff 

Eastern  Section. — Pandits  Krishna  Sarma  and  Venkata- 
rama  Sastri  were  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  descriptive 
notices  of  Samskrit  MSS.  already  roughly  catalogued  and  also 
of  those  newly  acquired.  Owing  to  long  absence  on  sick  leave 
and  to  his  weakness  while  on  duty,  Krishna  Sharma's  share  of 
cataloguing  did  not  make  satisfactory  progress.  The  other 
pandit  steadily  went  on  with  the  work  entrusted  to  him,  and  he 
not  only  finished  his  share,  but  also  did  what  was  left  unfinished 
by  Krishna  Sarma.  Pandit  Ramanatha  Sastri  was  all  the  time 
engaged  in  preparing  a  supplementary  volume  to  the  Prelimi- 
nary list  of  MSS.  published  in  1910.  This  work  involved  much 
consideration  and  comparison  and  he  has  just  finished  it  bring- 
ing down  the  list  up-to-date.  Pandit  Gopala  Aiyar  was  as 
usual  mostly  engaged  in  dealing  with  new  accessions  of  all  kinds 
in  the  Eastern  Section  and  maintaining  the  registers  concerned. 
Over  and  above  the  special  kind  of  work  each  had  thus  to  do, 
these  pandits  had  to  assist  me  in  collating  the  Samskrit 
texts  which  I  am  engaged  in  editing  and  publishing  for 
the  Library. 

Western  Section. — Mr.  R.  Nammiah  was  mainly  engaged  in 
dealing  with  new  accessions  to  the  Western  Section,  maintain- 
ing the  several  registers  relating  thereto.  He  had  besides  to 
attend  to  the  binding  department  of  the  Library  and  to  maintain 
the  registers  of  the  general  correspondence.  Mr.  Siva  Rao 
continued  the  indexing  of  the  contents  of  The  Theosophist. 
Both  he  and  Mr.  Nammiah  did  also  some  analytical  cataloguing, 
dealing  with  some  of  the  periodical  magazines  containing 
articles  on  oriental  literature. 

Search  for  MSS. 

No  member  of  the  Library  staff  was  deputed  to  the  work  of 
searching  for  rare  MSS.  abroad  in  the  two  years  under  review, 
chiefly  from  financial  considerations,  the  limited  funds  at  my 
disposal  having  been  utilised  for  the  more  urgent  needs  of  the 
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Library  such  as  the  purchase  of  rare  MSS.  offered  for  sale 
and  in  getting  transcripts  of  old  and  rare  works  available 
nearer  home.  Advantage  was,  however,  taken  of  the  services 
of  friends  touring  abroad  in  search  for  .MSS.  on  their  own 
account,  such  as  Pandit  R.  A.  Sastri,  who  supplied  information 
as  to  where  rare  MSS.  were  available  for  sale  or  for  loan.  On 
getting  such  information  I  arranged  to  secure  the  works  for  the 
library  by  purchase  or  by  transcription.  The  MSS.  so  obtained 
constituted  the  collections  made  in  1918  and  1919.  The  new 
acquisitions  have  been  duly  examined  and  embodied  in  the 
detailed  subject  catalogue,  thus  becoming  available  to  the 
visitors  for  easy  reference.  The  whole  classified  catalogue  will 
soon  be  ready  for  publication,  so  that  even  outsiders  who  cannot 
personally  visit  the  library  may  know  their  exact  condition. 
The  copying  of  the  Upanishad-Brahmendra's  Commentary  on 
108  Upanishats  referred  to  in  my  last  published  report  was 
completed,  and  the  transcript  was  carefully  compared  with  the 
original.  It  is  now  going  through  the  editorial  process.  In 
the  course  of  last  year's  search,  1  was  lucky  enough  to  come  by 
a  second  complete  copy  of  the  same  commentary  quite  independ- 
ent of  the  one  from  which  our  copy  was  made.  The  acquisition 
of  a  second  copy  of  the  commentary  just  on  the  eve  of  the  week 
when  the  edition  based  on  a  single  copy  was  to  be  sent  to  the 
press,  augurs  well  for  the  correctness  of  the  edition  of  such  an 
important  work  as  the  Upanishats. 

Cataloguing 

Eastern  Section. — The  detailed  subject  catalogue  of  Sam- 
skrit printed  works  in  the  library  was  brought  up-to-date  and 
is  being  re-arranged  for  publication.  A  similar  catalogue  of 
Samskrit  MSS.  already  available  for  reference  in  the  library  is 
being  made  ready  for  publication.  The  supplement  to  the 
Preliminary  list  of  Samskrit  and  Prakrit  MSS.  in  the  library, 
bringing  the  list  up-to-date,  is  quite  ready  for  printing.  It  is 
proposed  to  publish  these  one  after  another  in  the  course  of  the 
next  year  or  two. 
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Western  Section. — I  was  for  some  time  engaged  on  a  detail- 
ed subject-catalogue  of  works  on  Indian  literature  in  this 
section  ;  but  this  work  was  not  completed  owing  to  the  exacting 
nature  of  the  editing  work  I  am  now  engaged  in.  I  hope  to  be 
able  to  finish  it  when  in  the  course  of  the  next  year  the  pandits 
will  have  learnt  enough  of  editing  work  and  will  be  able  inde- 
pendently to  edit  the  Samskrit  texts  now  in  hand.  Some 
analytical  cataloguing  was  done  by  Messrs.  R.  Nammiah  and 
Siva  Rao.  All  the  essays  and  articles  relating  to  Indian 
subjects  on  History,  Religion  and  Philosophy  contained  in  the 
following  journals  were  catalogued  separately  under  titles, 
subjects  and  authors  : 

Transactions  of  the  Asiatic  Society  of  Japan,  Mind,  Indian 
Review,  Anthropos,  Folklore  Record,  Folklore  Journal,  Folklore, 
Modern  Review,  Calcutta  Review,  Light,  Rosicrucian  Brotherhood, 
The  Path,  Mercury,  American  Section  Journal,  Message  of  Theo- 
phy  (Rangoon),  Theosophy  in  Australasia,  Lotus  Bud's  Journal, 
Halcyon,  Lotus  Journal,  Indian  Antiquary,  The  Pandit,  Indian 
Thought,  Annual  Report  of  the  Smithsonion  Institution  for  1913 
and  1914. 

The  indexing  of  The  Theosophist  which  was  the  chief  work 
in  which  Mr.  Siva  Rao  was  engaged  has  been  left  incomplete, 
and  the  confused  state  of  the  existing  materials  seems  to  present 
great  difficulties  to  one  who  will  undertake  to  complete  it. 

Editorial  Woek 

Dr.  Schrader,  my  predecessor,  undertook  for  the  Library  a 
very  important  work,  namely,  an  edition  of  one  hundred  and 
eight  Upanishats,  and  collected  materials  which  he  considered 
sufficient  for  the  purpose.  In  pursuance  of  a  scheme  projected 
by  him  he  published  one  volume  of  twenty  Upanishats  which 
bore  on  the  one  subject  of  Samnyasa  with  explanatory  and 
critical  notes  and  promised  to  follow  it  up  immediately  with  a 
second  volume  containing  Upanishats  treating  of  Yoga  and  of 
another  giving  an  English  Translation  of  the  Samnyasa  Upani- 
shats. But  for  reasons  not  stated  by  himself  he  diverted  his 
attention  to  another  work,  the  Ahirbudhnya  Samhita,  belonging 
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to  quite  a  different  category,  viz.,  the  Tantrie  cult,    lie  had, 
owing  to  the  War,  to  sever  li is  connection  with  the  library  just 
on  the  eve  of  the  completion  of  this  latter  work.    On  succeeding 
him  as  Director  of  the  Library  I  resumed  the  work  of  editing 
Upanishats  and  began  to  collect  more  materials.    Fortunately  I 
have  come  across  a  complete  commentary  by  a  single  author  on 
all  the  one  hundred  and  eight  Upanishats  beginning  with  the 
Isa   Upanishat  and  ending  with  the   Muktilcopauishat.  This 
commentary  by  Upanishad-Brahmendra- Yogin  is  of  a  recent 
date,  not  being  more  than  a  century  old.    It  is  nevertheless  a 
valuable  one  as  enabling  the  student  to  make  out  the  meaning 
of  the  many  obscure  passages  in  which  these  mystical  treatises 
abound,  and  to  fix  the  text  as  current  in  its  entirety  in  the  time 
of  the  commentator.    My  edition  of  the  whole  Yoga  Section  of 
the  so-called  minor  Upanishats,  numbering  twenty  in  all,  with 
the  commentary  above  referred  to,  is  now  in  the  press,  and  this 
volume  of  nearly  600  pages  will  be  published  in  the  course  of 
the  next  year.    Already  120  pages  of  the  volume  have  been 
printed  in  the  course  of  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.  The 
Vasanta  Press  in  which  it  is  printed  is  doing  the  work  with 
commendable  care  and  speed.

Of  the  371  MSS.  added  to  the  Library  254  were  old  ones 
acquired  by  purchase  and  117  were  new  transcripts  specially 
prepared  for  the  library  from  the  old  ones  kindly  lent  by  their 
owners  for  the  purpose.  The  Samskrit  MSS.  acquired  in  these 
two  years  include  many  Vaidic  works  found  rarely  in  Northern 
India  and  not  met  with  at  all  in  the  South.  I  append  to  this 
report  lists  of  the  noteworthy  manuscript  and  printed  works 
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among  the  additions  made  thus  to  the  library  in  these 
two  years. 

Most  of  the  additions  to  the  Eastern  Section  were  acquired 
by  purchase,  while  those  in  the  Western  Section  consisted  of 
presentations  (of  books,  pamphlets  and  magazines)  by  friends 
of  the  Library.    The  principal  donors  are  as  follows  :

To  the  President,  T.S.—  l  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the 
Adyar  Library  for  1920  which  forms  the  thirty-fourth  of  its  annual 
■eports. 

Change  in  the  Staff.— The  places  of  Librarian  and  Indexer  which  fell 
:acant  by  the  death  of  Mr.  S'iva  Rao  and  the  resignation  of  Mr.  R. 
■mmiah  were  kept  vacant  for  some  months  with  a  view  to  combining  the 
bwo  posts  into  one  and  appointing  for  it  a  person  possessing  the  necessary 
iterary  qualifications.  Accordingly,  Brother  N.  I.  Venku  Aiyer,  B.A., 
i  devoted  Theosophist  of  long  standing  and  a  retired  teacher  of  physical 
jcience  was  appointed  as  Librarian  in  May  last.  There  are  no  other 
ihanges  in  the  staff  worth  noticing. 

Work  of  the  Staff.— The  four  Pandits  of  the  Oriental  Section  were 
mgaged  in  the  pieces  of  work  allotted  to  them  respectively  in  the  Section, 
is  detailed  in  the  last  year's  report.  While  continuing  their  work 
urther  on,  they  assisted  me  in  the  editorial  work  by  way  of  collating 
tfSS.  and  preparing  press  copies.  The  Librarian's  sphere  of  work  was 
ionfined  to  the  Western  Section.  He  had  to  spend  some  time  in  studying 
)ur  methods  and  getting  into  touch  with  the  current  works.  With  the 
lelp  of  the  Library  Assistant,  Mr.  Ramasubbier,  he  deals  with  the 
lew  accessions,  classification  and  indexing  in  the  Western  Section. 

Literary  Publication  —This  year  saw  the  publication  of  the  volume 
)f  Yoga  Upanisads  containing  20  Minor  Upanisads  out  of  the  108. 
Chis  forms  the  second  in  the  series,  the  first  being  the  volume  containing 
kmnyasa  Upanisads,  edited  by  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Schrader.  The 
second  volume  contains  640  pages  and  is  nicely  printed  and  bound.  The 
diole  get-up  redounds  to  the  reputation  of  the  Vasanta  Press  for  good 
Drinting  work  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  A.  K.  Sitarama 
fkstri.  The  volume  has  been  priced  at  Rs.  6,  which  is  comparatively 
cheap,  to  place  it  within  the  buying  capacity  of  the  intended  students. 

Editorial  Work.— Following  up  the  volume  of  Yoga  Upanisads,  I 
lave  edited  twenty-four  more  Minor  Upanisads  out  of  the  collection  of

108  CTpanisads,  with  the  commentary  of  Sri  Upanisad-Brahmend 
Yogin.  These  treat  of  pure  Vedanta  and  are  classified  under  Samar 
Vedanta.  A  third  of  the  volume  has  already  been  printed  and  the  wh 
is  expected  to  be  ready  about  the  middle  of  the  next  year.  The  n< 
volume  taken  in  hand  will  comprise  what  are  known  as  the  Vaisna 
Upanisads. 

Search  for  M SS.— Unlike  the  last  few  years,  no  person  outside  t 
Library  staff  was  available  this  year  for  the  searching  for  rare  Sansk 
MSS.  abroad.    This  year's   collection  therefore  does  not  contain  ma 
old   MSS.  The  collection  is  rather  poor,  and  it  comprises  mostly  n. 
transcripts  of  old  copies  borrowed  from  the  owners  for  the  purpose. 

Cataloguing.— The  several  catalogues  in  hand  both  in  the  Easte 
and  Western  Sections  have  been  brought  up-to-date.    But  the  high  C( 
of  printing  has  precluded  the  printing  of  any  of  these  catalogues  tl 
year,  as  was  intended. 

Addition  to  the  Library  .—During  the  year,  66  printed  books  ai 
23  MSS.  were  added  to  the  Eastern  Section  and  236  books  and 
pamphlets  were  added  to  the  Western  Section.    Of  the  additions  to  I 
Library  in  the  Western  Section  so  many  as  217  volumes  were  present, 
by  the  friends  of  the  Library  and  the  rest  were  acquired  by  purchase. 

Binding.-* This  year  125  volumes  were  bound.    The  Vasanta  Pre 
being  now  short  of  men,  a  large  number  of  volumes  still  await  bindin

THE  A  I) YAH  LIBRARY 


To  the  President,  T.S. — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of 
the  Adyar  Library  for  1921,  forming  its  Thirty-Fifth  Annual  Report. 

Changes  in  the  Staff. — The  only  change  in  the  staff  to  be  reported 
is  the  retirement  of  the  chief  attender  Kanniappa  Mudali,  owing  to 
leprosy  of  a  severe  type  which  has  completely  disabled  him.  One  has 
to  be  appointed  in  his  place. 

Work  of  the  Staff.—  The  Head  Pandit  Venkatarama  Sastri  was 
engaged  in  the  work  of  preparing  the  subject-catalogue  of  the  Eastern 
section.  Pandit  Gopalier  dealt  with  the  new  accessions  in  the  Eastern 
section.  Pandit  Ramanatha  Sastri  was  comparing  the  transcripts  made 
for  the  Library  with  the  originals.  Pandit  Seshadri  Sarma  prepared 
press-copies  of  works  to  be  published  by  the  Library.  In  addition  to 
this  usual  routine  of  work,  all  the  four  Pandits  helped  me  at  the  several 
stages  of  editing  the  Upanishads.  They  were  also  engaged  in  collating 
transcripts  of  works  copied  for  scholars  abroad  at  their  request.  This 
year  there  was  a  demand  for  transcription  and  collation  of  fourteen 
different  works  from  scholars  engaged  in  research  work  in  Calcutta, 
Lahore  and  Madras.  The  Librarian,  Mr.  N.  I.  Venku  Iyer,  and  the 
Library- Assistant,  Mr.  B.  S.  Ramasubbier,  between  them  dealt  with  the 
new  accessions  in  the  Western  section,  revision  of  the  catalogues  in  the 
Western  section  *and  general  correspondence. 

Literary  Publication. — The  printing  of  the  volume  of  the  Samanya 
Vedanta  Upanishads,  the  third  volume  in  the  series  of  the  Minor 
Upanishads  published  by  the  Library,  which  was  sent  to  the  press  at 
the  end  of  the  last  year  has  just  been  finished  and  will  be  published  about 
the  end  of  this  month.  This  volume  comprises  twenty-four  Upanishads 
including  such  classical  Upanishads  as  Kaushitaki,  Maitrayani  and 
Subala  Upanishads. 

There  has  been  a  delay  of  three  months  in  the  printing  of  this  vol- 
ume, which  was  a  little  unexpected.  While  on  this  subject  I  cannot  resist 
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the  temptation  to  testify  to  the  pleasure  I  feel  in  having  the  Samskrl 
texts  printed  at  the  Vasanta  Press.  In  my  long  experience  of  Devanagari 
printing  I  have  not  had  such  clean  proofs  sent  to  me  as  the  Vasanti 
Press  has  been  sending. 

Editorial  Work. — The  next  volume  taken  up  for  edition  will  comprise 
all  the  Vaishnava  Upanishads,  fourteen  in  number.    They  include  such 
important  Upanishads  as  Nrisirnha-tapaniya,  Tripadvibhuti-Narayana. 
Ramatapani  and  Gopalatapani  with  the  commentaries  of  Shri  Upanishad 
Brahmendra-Yogin.    The  press  copy  of  the  whole  volume  is  ready,  and 
nearly  half  the  volume  has  been  completely  edited.    As  a  preparation! 
for  editing  these  Upanishads  and  the  Upanishads  of  the  Shakta  school.! 
which    deal    with    the   Mantra    system  of  spiritual  culture,  I  have! 
undertaken  for  the  Baroda  Government  an  edition  of  Paras'urama-kalpa-l 
Sutra  with  an  elaborate  commentary,  which  exhaustively  treats  of  Shri-j 
Vidya  svstem  of  the  Mantra-Shastra.    It  has  been  also  arranged  to  print! 
this  work  at  the  Vasanta  Press  at  the  cost  of  the  Baroda  Government. 

Search  for  MSS. — We  have  not  been  more  fortunate  than  last  year 
in  securing  MSS.  of  rare  works.  Unless  one  or  two  Pandits  of  the  Lib- 
rary be  specially  deputed  to  the  work,  there  is  no  hope  of  getting 
information  about  rare  works.  I  have  hitherto  avoided  this  way  of 
securing  rare  MSS.,  as  involving  a  disproportionate  cost.  In  former 
years  people  outside  the  Library  staff  were  available  for  the  work,  and 
information  was  supplied  without  much  cost  to  the  Library.  Only 
transcripts  of  a  few  rare  works  not  of  a  high  order  have  been  obtained 
for  the  Library  in  the  course  of  this  year. 

Cataloguing. —  The  several  catalogues  both  in  the  Eastern  and 
Western  sections  have  been  brought  up-to-date,  but  none  of  them  could 
be  printed  for  want  of  funds.  There  is  a  great  demand  for  printed 
catalogues  of  the  several  sections  of  the  Library,  especially  of  the  section 
relating  to  Indian  subjects.  I  am  trying  to  bring  out  a  printed  catalogue  i 
of  the  Indian  section  in  the  coming  year. 

Additions  to  the  Library. — In  the  Eastern  section  43  printed  and 
1  1  manuscript  volumes  were  added,  while  the  volumes  added  in  the 
Western  section  number  424.  More  volumes  might  have  been  purchased 
for  the  Western  section,  but  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year's 
allotment  having  gone  to  meet  pre-war  bills,  presented  for  payment. 

Binding. —  Of  the  new  accessions  to  the  Library,  225  volumes  in  all 
have  been  newly  bound. 
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Use  of  the  Library. — There  were  1,060  visitors  in  L921  as  again  I 
MO  in  1920,  and  1,433  vols,  were  lent  out  for  study  outside  the  Library 
I  against  1,041  in  1920.  The  staff  of  the  National  University  located 
in  the  vicinity  make  an  increasing  use  of  the  volumes  of  tlio 
Library. 

Exchange.— The  mutual  exchange  of  reports  and  bulletins  between 
this  Library  and  some  of  the  important  Libraries  in  different  parts  of  the 
world  has  been  maintained.  Copies  of  the  last  Annual  Report  were  sent 
to  these  libraries,  out  of  which  41  responded  :

THE  ADYAR  LIBRARY 

To  the  President,  T.S. — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the 
Adyar  Library  for  the  year  1922  forming  its  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report. 

Changes  in  the  Staff. — The  chief  attendant  Canniappa  Mudali.  who 
had  to  retire  on  account  of  an  attack  of  leprosy,  was  finally  discharged 
and  granted  a  compassionate  pension  in  consideration  of  his  faithful 
service  of  over  20  years  in  the  Library.  Pandit  Gopala  Aiyer,  the  2nd 
Pandit,  who  served  in  the  Library  for  nearly  20  years,  died  last  month, 
[after  an  illness  of  over  six  months,  during  which  he  could  not  do  any 
>work  for  the  Library.  The  vacancy  has  not  been  filled  yet.  His  widow 
has  been  given  a  small  pension. 

Work  of  the  Staff. — Eastern  Section.  The  Head-Pandit  Venkata- 
rama  Sastri  was  mainly  engaged  in  examining  and  describing  the  new 
acquisitions  of  MSS.  Between  him  and  Pandit  Ramanatha  Sastri,  the  sub- 
ject catalogue  of  Samskrt  printed  works  was  finished.  They  also  compared 
the  new  transcripts  of  MSS.  with  the  originals.  Pandit  Seshadri  Sarraa's 
main  work  consisted  as  usual  in  preparing  press  copies  of  the  works 
intended  for  publication.  To  his  share  has  fallen  Gopala  Aiyer's  usual 
work  of  preparing  index  cards  and  registering  new  accessions  of  MSS.  and 
printed  books  in  the  several  registers.  Besides  attending  to  these  items 
of  work  these  Pandits  assisted  me  in  the  editorial  work  by  way  of 
collating  MSS.  and  reading  press-proofs  at  the  several  stages,  Pandit 
Ramanatha  Sastri's  special  share  in  this  connection  being  the  prepara- 
tion of  alphabetical  indexes  of  names  and  important  terms. 

Western  Section. — The  Librarian  Mr.  N.  I.  Venku  Aiyer  and  the 
Library  Assistant  Mr.  B.  S.  Ramasubbier  between  them  dealt  with  the 
new  accessions,  the  maintenance  of  the  several  registers  being  distributed 
between  them.  The  latter  also  attended  to  the  binding  of  the  old  and 
new  volumes  and  the  clerical  work  relating  to  general  correspondence. 
The  Librarian  besides  revised  the  subject  catalogue  of  the  Indian 
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Section.  In  the  cataloguing  of  Western  Section  we  had  at  our 
disposal  the  honorary  services  of  Mr.  Y.  Srinivasa  Rao,  Mr.  Mehta, 
and  my  son  Mr.  M.  Krishnan,  B.T.,  of  the  National  University. 
Mr.  Mehta  prepared  an  analytical  catalogue  of  the  Modem  Beview 
volumes.  Mr.  Krishnan  revised  and  rewrote  the  catalogues  of 
books  relating  to  Reference,  Occultism,  Theosophy,  History,  Biography, 
Education  and  Linguistics.  The  catalogues  of  these  Sections  will  be 
printed  one  after  another. 

Literary  Work— The  volume  of  the  Samanya  Vedanta  Upanishads, 
comprising  twenty-four  out  of  the  108  Upanishads,  and  dealing  with 
pure  Vedanta,  was  published  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  next 
succeeding  volume  will  contain  Vaishnava  Upanishads  comprising 
fourteen  out  of  the  108  Upanishads.  These  Upanishads  relate  to  the 
cult  of  Vishnu  in  His  various  aspects,  such  as  Narayana,  Vasudeva, 
Krshna,  Gopala,  Dattatreya,  Nrsimha  Rama,  Hayagriva,  and  Garuda. 
All  these  Upanishads  will  be  accompanied  by  commentaries  of  Shri 
Upanishad-Brahmendra  Yogin,  who  has  written  commentaries  on  all 
the  one  hundred  and  eight  Upanishads.  The  volume  is  in  the  press  and 
will  be  published  in  the  course  of  the  next  year. 

The  next  volume  of  Upanishads  which  is  under  preparation  for 
publication  will  contain  Shakta  and  Shaiva  Upanishads  with  Shri 
Upanishad-Brahmendra's  Commentaries.  It  will  complete  the  series 
of  the  Minor  Upanishads  included  in  the  scheme  of  Dr.  Schrader,  my 
predecessor  in  office  as  Director  of  the  Adyar  Library,  who  brought  out 
the  first  volume  of  the  Minor  Upanishads,  comprising  the  twenty  treating 
of  Samnyasa.  The  press- copy  of  the  Shakta  and  Shaiva  Upanishads 
is  now  under  preparation  and  will  be  ready  for  printing  by  the  time 
the  volume  of  Vaishnava  Upanishads  is  printed. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  I  passed  through  the  press  my  edition  of 
the  Samskrt  text  of  Parasurama-Kalpa-Sutra  with  Ramesvara-vritti 
and  Umananda-Paddhati,  which  was  prepared  for  the  Gaekwad's 
Oriental  Series  and  printed  at  the  Vasanta  Press,  Adyar.  The 
familiarity  with  the  technicalities  of  the  Mantra-Shastra,  which  I  have 
acquired  by  a  study  of  these  texts,  stands  me  in  good  stead  when  editing 
the  Vaishnava  and  Shakta  Upanishads  which  are  interspersed  with  the 
technicalities  of  the  Mantra-shastra. 

Collection  of  MSS.— This  year  we  have  been  more  fortunate  in  this 
part  of  our  work.    My  friend  Pandit  R.  A.  Sastri  (formerly  of  the  Adyar 
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Library)  has  supplied  for  almost  nominal  prices  seven  collections  of 
Samskrt  MSS.  made  in  Northern  and  Southern  India.  They  contain 
several  rare  works.  Transcripts  also  of  some  rare  works  lately  acquired 
by  the  Madras  Government  Oriental  MSS.  Library  have  been  made 
for  this  Library,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Curator  of  the  Govern- 
ment Oriental  MSS.  Library  for  kindly  permitting  my  copyists  to  take 
copies  of  these  works.  The  results  of  the  search  made  for  the  Madras 
Government  Oriental  MSS.  Library  show  that  there  may  still  exist  in 
Southern  India  Samskrt  works  known  to  Samskrt  Scholars  only  in 
name  or  not  known  at  all. 

Additions  to  the  Library. — The  additions  in  the  Eastern  Section 
comprise  60  printed  books  and  12  pamphlets  and  349  Manuscripts.  Of 
these  Manuscripts  36  are  new  transcripts  and  the  rest  are  old  ones.  In 
the  Western  Section  the  additions  consist  of  364  books  and  168  pam- 
phlets, all  printed.  These  additions  include  presentations  numbering 
216.  The  donors  are  as  follows  :  The  Theosophical  Pulishing  House — 
162,  Dr.  Annie  Besant — 9,  Mr.  C.  Jinarajadasa — 5,  The  University  of  Illi- 
nois— 5,  The  Brahmavidyashrama — 9,  Panda  Baijnath — 7,  Miss  English 
—4,  Mrs.  Adair — 2,  Mr.  B.  S.  Ramasubbier — 3,  Mr.  M.  Krishnan— 2, 
Sir  J.  Woodroffe — 1,  Library  of  Congress — 1,  New  York  State  Library 
— 1,  University  of  Missouri — 1,  Mr.  R.  L.  Jones — 1,  Mr.  Shahpurji — 1, 
Anonymous — 1,  and  Mr.  Adikesavalu — 1. 

Binding. — Three  hundred  books  and  315  pamphlets  were  newly 
bound  this  year. 

Use  of  the  Library. — Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighteen 
persons  visited  the  Library  as  against  1,060  in  1921.  A  few  of 
them  visited  with  the  object  of  consulting  rare  books  and  MSS. 
in  the  Library  ;  and  the  volumes  consulted  number  533.  The  volumes 
lent  out  for  study  this  year  number  1,878  as  against  1,433  in  1921. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes  lent  out  this  year  is  due 
to  the  use  made  of  the  Library  by  the  staff  of  lecturers  and  students  in 
the  newly  opened  Brahmavidyashrama,  within  the  precincts  of  the 
Adyar  Headquarters  of  the  Theosophical  Society.  Transcripts  of  21 
MSS.  in  this  Library  were  supplied  to  scholars  in  Lahore,  Calcutta  and 
Poona,  at  their  own  cost. 

Exchange. — The  mutual  exchange  of  reports  and  bulletins  between 
this  Library  and  some  of  the  important  Libraries  in  different  parts 
of  the  world  has  been  maintained  as  usual.  Copies  of  the  Annual  Reports 
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of  the  Adyar  Library  were  sent  to  these  Libraries  out  of  which  4J
